My maternal 
grandparents were too proud | guess to put 
her on disability. She’s Pentecostal and talks 
in tongue usually when emotionally moved. | 
have an older sister who teaches at an Art 
College and is in denial over things like 
directed energy. She tends to believe people 
are crazy instead. | guess that’s a woman’s 
way of thinking - paranoid over mental health. 


| was a bit of an underachiever, slacker, a 
loner, shy growing up, although | did have 
friends. | dropped out of high school and later 
got a GED, thanks to the help of my 
Grandmother who was an English school 
teacher, and more recently | went to a 
community college earning an Associates of 
Arts degree. | majored in Liberal Arts mostly 
because of my targeting and the direction 
society was going. | did not excel 
professionally, mostly menial labor, 
warehouse, and security guard type work. | 
was preoccupied with my music hobby and of 
course my armchair UFO research that 
consisted of surfing the web; reading UFO 
literature. No top secret files since | never 
held a security clearance. This book is not 
only documentation of my electronic 
harassment but a result of my research 
findings. 


DEWs the Weaponry of the 21st Century 


There have been revolutions in weaponry. The 
last revolution was the era of gun powder. 
Guns and the debate over gun control is from 
the black powder era. The ray gun was only 
depicted in science fiction and some people, 
including the media still have that perception 
but this is no longer the case because of 
advancements in solid state (SS) technology. 
Also people are accustomed to actually 


seeing a weapon or a weapon like a gun 
making a loud sound or a projectile shooting 
through the air. The LRAD that is directed loud 
audio, a sonic weapon (USW) has been used 
by police during protest and most have seen 
and are aware of the weapon. People have 
been more accepting of lasers because lasers 
have been around and can be seen. Lasers 
are now more powerful, especially hand held 
lasers where there has been abuse. There 
have been incidents where hand-held lasers 
have been pointed at airplanes and 
helicopters that can distract a pilot or harm 
the pilot’s vision. There have even been laws 
passed against laser abuse and arrest made. 
The military calls this the dazzler effect where 
a laser can be pointed at an enemy 
combatant’s eyes temporarily blinding them. 
It’s not only civilians who’ve abused lasers 
but foreign countries have been accused of 
pointing lasers at American military aircraft 
abroad affecting the pilots vision. A laser is 
also a type of DEW and an example is The 
High Energy Laser (HEL) that is intended to 
down drones by burning a hole in the craft 
and making it crash. During the Ronald 
Reagan era there was Star Wars, the Strategic 
Defense Initiative (SDI) program, where 
satellite weapons would be a defense from 
nuclear war - like a particle beam weapon. 
Star Wars was later canceled because it was 
deemed too costly and not feasible. There 
have also been NWO conspiracies that claim 


the increase in forest fires and even the 
collapse of the World Trade Center towers 
during 9-11 was by a satellite laser weapon 
and this goes back to people’s fear of 
radiation weapons. The proliferation of DEWs 
however is not a conspiracy. There’s been a 
lot of progress but it’s not well publicized and 
people don’t see it being used even though it 
has been tested and DEWs still continue to 
mature. | believe what has happened is the 
temptation to use directed energy (DE), even 
though it is deemed controversial, was too 
great. Due to its silent nature, also called the 
“silent weapon” it had a covert application in 
an era of irregular warfare (IW) where the 
battle lines are blurred. It also could be used 
as a form of intimidation (intermediate force 
Capabilities (IFC)). | believe this also explains 
the so called Cuba sonic attacks on US 
diplomats that was later termed the Havana 
Syndrome and anomalous health incidents 
(AHIs) by the US State Department. Whether 
you believe it was an inside job to cut 
diplomatic ties with Cuba by a new 
administration that took office (Trump) or an 
adversary like tit-for-tat using directed energy 
intermediate force capabilities (DE IFC) it 
became clear that directed energy weapons 
(DEWs) that can be remotely used against 
someone were real, or at least a real 
possibility, even though the media at first did 
not want to believe it. | believe the Havana 
Syndrome and the rise of what are termed 


targeted individuals (TI’s) points to directed 
energy weapon (DEW) proliferation and the 
rise of what the military terms 
electromagnetic warfare (EW). From EMP’s 
(electromagnetic pulse attacks) to DEWs to 
NLW DEWs, electromagnetic warfare (EW) is 
the use of weaponry in the electromagnetic 
spectrum. 


News of Active Denial (ADS) and the 
emergence of NWL Directed Energy 


Directed energy weapons in the “less-than 
lethal” category or what the Pentagon terms 
directed energy intermediate force (DE IFC) is 
not talked about but has been developed and 
prototyped. Today there is an arms race and 
desire to mature DEWs, and l'm sure the non- 
lethal variety is no exception. Active Denial 
(ADS) a non-lethal microwave weapon (NWL) 
was a big truck mounted unit from the late 
1990s to early 2000s. It used a 100 kw 
gyrotron, sometimes referred to as the “heat 
ray,” when aimed at person it inflicts pain 
affecting the nerves of the skin and was 
developed by defense contractor Raytheon. 
Active Denial (ADS) was considered too 
controversial to be used in the Iraq war during 
the early 2000s but continued to be 
developed. LRAD on the other hand has been 
put to use by police. It uses directed loud 
audio, what is considered a sonic weapon 


(USW). When aimed at a person it creates the 
sensation of unbearable sound, intended to 
be used to disperse an unruly crowd or ward 
off Somali pirates. In 2005 there was the 
testing of Project Sheriff, a short range 
millimeter wave weapon placed on the back 
of a Stryker vehicle for complex urban 
environments to “stop, delay, deter, and turn 
back an adversary” - also called intermediate 
force (IFC). Such microwave pain-inducing 
weaponry was never deployed in war efforts 
due to controversy. In 2011 The Justice 
Department’s R&D arm, National Institute of 
Justice (NIJ.gov), was involved in the creation 
of the Assault Intervention Device (AID) along 
with Raytheon and the Los Angeles Sheriff’s 
Department (LASD). There was protest from 
the ACLU who believed such ‘silent weaponry’ 
where a person could not see but feel the 
affects of directed energy (DE) could be 
abused. There was one lawsuit involving a 
prisoner who was zapped with the weapon. 
Even with the controversy there was news of 
making it smaller using solid-state technology 
(SS DE) so it was more portable and put in the 
hands of law enforcement. Law enforcement 
has a history of using non-lethal weapons 
from tasers (conducted-energy (CED)) to a 
baton, rubber bullets, pepper spray, LRAD, et 
al. The interface of the Assault Intervention 
Device (AID), interestingly enough, looks 
similar to a passive millimeter wave body 
scanner that was tested out at Penn Station in 


New York, and in Los Angeles at Union Station. 
It wasn’t the type where a person stands 
inside with their arms raised that you see at 
the airport but could be aimed at pedestrians, 
like the people coming down the escalator at 
Penn Station. It would detect concealed 
objects giving an infrared type image. Both 
Active Denial (ADS) and passive millimeter 
wave body scanners use millimeter wave. Did 
the weaponry continue to be developed 
becoming more solid state (SS DE) as articles 
from ten years ago in Wired and New Scientist 
implied? Yes, from my experience which you 
will read about, | believe the NLW technology 
did - only it was used out of the public’s eye. 


NLW Directed Energy is not illegal 


Contrary to what some journalist have 
reported in dismissive articles about targeted 
individuals (TI's) using DEWs against people is 
not banned. NLW directed energy (DE) against 
people has not been banned, just deemed 
controversial. The Pentagon considers it a 
gray zone calling it intermediate force (IFC). 
Intermediate force means force that is below 
the threshold of lethal force to achieve a 
desirable military objective. For example, 
Active Denial (ADS) can make enemy 
combatants lay down their weapons and 
surrender or frighten off the enemy running 
the other way. Using DEWs by the military to 


down a drone like a High Energy Laser (HEL) 
or High Powered Microwaves (HPM) that can 
physically disfigure or harm a person like an 
enemy combatant or civilian is illegal. This 
however has not dashed hopes by the military 
to use it as a lethal force against people in the 
future who think if the kill is instantaneous 
and more precise it will be better than a drone 
missile strike that blows things up. What can 
possibly go wrong? | postulate pain inducing 
DEWSs that don’t kill can be used for 
oppression and DEWSs that kill, like instantly 
vaporizing a person, can be a tool for 
genocide when machines and Al turn on the 
humans or more likely when entitled people/ 
despots in positions of power turn on the 
public. The use of NLW Directed Energy is only 
considered controversial. This was 
demonstrated in the reluctance to use Active 
Denial (ADS) during the War in Iraq and the 
ACLU’s objection to law enforcement using 
the Assault Intervention Device (AID) on 
prisoners. This is because radiation weapons 
like ray guns have a negative public 
perception. Some people are frightened of a 
microwave oven seeing what microwaves can 
do to food. Some are afraid of the affects of 
5G which is deemed non-ionizing but a higher 
frequency on the EMF spectrum. The negative 
public perception of 5G and microwaves 
aside, NLW that use directed energy (DE) are 
not banned, nor are there any laws against 
their use since such weaponry is not well 


known to the public. 


| started researching UFOs and The beginning 
of electronic harassment (Microwave or USW). 


The first signs | got directed energy (DE) 
attacks came during my early internet days 
when I had a dial-up connection. Sometime in 
2003 or 2004. It also points to how mass 
surveillance played a role in my targeting. 
Whether this be because of the Patriot Act 
post 9-11-01 or people have always been 
monitored, harassed, or even killed by the 
government is unclear. | saw evidence of 
harassment when researching UFOs. Also 
when it comes to electronic harassment there 
were early targeted individuals (Tis) from the 
1990s. | assume though since my electronic 
harassment coincided to posting to UFO 
forums it was a result of the surveillance state 
created following 9-11-01, also called 
warrantless wireless surveillance, and the 
sheer amount of money going toward 
Homeland Security (DHS), the Pentagon, and 
Fusion Centers. The abuse could have 
stemmed from government waste since 
statistically the odds of a terrorist attack are 
extremely low yet the list of domestic 
terrorist, people put on terrorist watch-list, 
keeps growing now with increased domestic 
terrorist rhetoric. | remember several years 
following 9-11 | was living in Dallas, Texas and 


a local TV station had a special on nuclear 
terrorism - what if a nuclear terrorist attack 
occurred where a bomb went off in Downtown 
Dallas with diagrams and graphics, how to 
prepare etc. It seemed all very fear 
mongering and far fetched like hearing the 
Homeland Security Advisory System on the 
radio giving a terror alert level in color codes. 
It wasn’t just me who’s troubles began after 
9-11-01 but other targeted individuals (Tis) 
that claimed their targeting began after the 
Patriot Act which was a reaction to the 9-11 
terrorist attacks when Islamic Extremist were 
the antagonist - a threat to American 
Exceptionalism, what George Bush termed the 
Axis of Evil. Neo-cons compared the 9-11 
attacks to Pearl Harbor as a justification for 
war, invasion of a foreign country, land 
occupation/rebuilding, and wanted to put 
Future Combat Systems (FCS) to the test. It 
became an era that we now call the War on 
Terror. When | later researched targeted 
individuals (Tis) | learned that even 9-11 
Truthers (9-11 conspiracy theorist) became 
targeted. Although America’s role in mass 
surveillance is downplayed by the media, 
even with whistle blowers like Edward 
Snowden (called “insider threats” by the IC) 
coming forward, it seems our communications 
are monitored where it’s now pretty much 
taken for granted that there is no privacy. 
Following 9-11-01 the FBI’s focus on domestic 
threats became people like environmental 


activist, anarchist, even anti-war activist who 
were watch listed. The FBI’s list of domestic 
terrorist threats keeps evolving and 
expanding where it’s more focused now on 
the far right. At the time of my targeting 
though, when it first started, | did not know 
about the surveillance state. Edward 
Snowden’s revelations were not revealed. | 
did not know about terrorist watch-listing 
either. | thought what the government 
considered terrorist was Islamic 
Fundamentalist, the hi-jackers on 9-11-01. 
Back then the internet was more free and 
speech was regulated by moderators on 
mailing list and Internet forums. It was the 
post dot com era of Web 1.0 and 2.0. | worked 
as a security guard at DFW airport where a 
new International Terminal was being built. | 
was hired by a minority owned security 
company out of Grand Prairie. | rented an 
apartment at 7373 Valley View Lane not far 
away from Texas Instruments. At home | had a 
Macintosh 7500 computer with a 33.6K dial 
up modem and a landline phone. During my 
downtime | would post to music mailing list 
and UFO forums becoming somewhat of an 
arm chair researcher. My interest in UFOs 
started after hearing Art Bell on the radio 
while working overnight as a security guard. 
Unbeknownst to me The Pentagon was 
alarmed over UFOs, this could have been 
before the Advanced Threat Identification 
Program (ATIP) costing tax payers 22 million 


dollars, partly due to eccentric Billionaire 
Robert Bigelow approaching Harry Reid to 
look into the UFO subject matter. | remember 
the year was 2003 or 2004. Around that time | 
started to become electronic harassed. | was 
being hit with a crude form of directed energy 
(DE) and knew it was not something normal. 
After getting into a debate, or flame wars, 
with a UFO debunkers on UFO forums | would 
get this high-pitched tone that would come 
into my left ear, the type of tone in a hearing 
test, and then fade out followed by a sinus 
migraine and mild TBI symptoms where my 
head felt numb like a brick. | now look back 
and see the similarities to what was described 
in the Havana Syndrome and speculate if it 
was a microwave weapon creating the high 
pitch tone in the ear (the Frey effect) ora 
sonic weapon that can pass through walls. 
Shortly after an electronic harassment attack 
| had trouble concentrating, and had slurred 
speech. The electronic harassment only 
reinforced my belief that | was onto 
something, it made me mad, so | continued to 
look into UFOs. | noticed commonalities in 
UFO reports and created a web site on 
Geocities where | could hyperlink HTML (web) 
pages and cross reference the UFO 
commonalities | was seeing. For example 
there were many flying saucer reports but 
also reports of saucer craft that were silvery- 
metallic in appearance with no seams or 
riveting. Also many reports of UFO’s glowing 


at night like the craft was ionizing the air, 
creating plasma. | started creating more and 
more web pages noticing more UFO 
commonalities and also going to UFO forums. 
At work a new security guard who served in 
Iraq sat beside me at an employee meeting 
and out of the blue brought up the topic of 
UFOs, even turning to me and asking about 
them. | thought it was odd, thinking he may 
have been trying to embarrass me like he 
knew that | posted about UFOs to the internet 
debating UFO debunkers, like he was some 
type of informant. The guard who served in 
Iraq worked there for a short time and then 
left. | continued to research UFOs while 
working as a security guard and my research 
never went into hacking, only HTML pages 
that | would hyperlink and cross reference, | 
was never a coding nerd. | never had a high 
level of technical expertise or access to 
classified material. | wasn’t Gary McKinnon, 
the British UFO hacker that claimed to see 
information regarding space fleets ora 
picture of a cigar-shaped UFO in space, or 
that building 8 at Johnson Space Center (JSC 
Building 8) was airbrushing out images of 
UFOs. | did have a distant relative, nicknamed 
Red, through my Grandfather and recall as a 
teenager in 1991 we went to Houston for a 
family reunion. Red was hosting and took us 
all down to Johnson Space Center. Red was in 
the Navy and developed the shakes after 
falling off a ship and bumping his head. At 


NASA he worked with computers and was 
later laid off by NASA. When we visited 
Johnson Space Center I did not know about 
Building 8, maybe Red knew something that 
he couldn’t talk about since he was into 
computer work but that’s only speculation. 


Washington D.C.’s UAP Interest Was About 
Stranger Things and the Space Force (USSF). 


What to make of the US Nimitz 'Tic-Tac’ UAP 
footage? It wouldn’t surprise me if the it was 
really a forgery like many of the CGI fakes 
perpetrated on YouTube and before that 
forums like Above Top Secret - that was said 
to be a disinformation site. For one, none of 
the leaked UAP footage is a clear image of an 
actual craft but an infrared B&W type image 
that looks like a dark blob. Since the US 
Nimitz ‘tic-tac’ UFO footage was released 
there has been more alleged leaks and other 
documented UFO intrusions. The footage is 
not exactly something from the movie 
Independence Day or Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind. It all seems a bit grainy with very 
little detail of the actual craft. You can tell its 
oblong shape but that’s about it. A video 
analyst named Mick West analyzed the US 
Nimitz videos and other leaked UAP videos 
and debunked them as infrared camera 
artifacts and misinterpreted IFOs like a plane 
at a distant and a bird that’s not actually 


moving fast but the jet is. I’ve witnessed this 
my self flying and looking out the window - 
the optical illusion of an object like a bird or 
another plane moving super fast when it is 
actually the passenger airplane’s speed. 
There’s also no independent video depicting 
the same craft from another vantage point 
which is suspicious. Pilots heard narrating 
over what they see could be getting excited 
over nothing or just BS’ing which happens a 
lot when people are bored. Then what about 
pilot testimony? It could be coerced to play up 
UAP as a threat like counterintelligence. The 
former director of AATIP had a 
counterintelligence background. The leaking 
of the footage coincided with a private 
venture ToThe Stars Academy.. and now 
according to reports he’s a contractor for the 
Space Force that looks into space-based 
UFOs. Government’s role in things usually 
become a complex web or mess which is by 
design because of the nature of bureaucracy. 
What if the US Nimitz ’Tic-Tac’ UAP footage is 
real? It could be a secret test involving the 
Navy testing a ships reaction time. Maybe a 
buoyant drone craft that employ’s beamed- 
energy propulsion. There’s a CGI animation 
mock up showing a laser propelled Lightcraft 
using the plasma pinch-effect pushing air out 
of its path that can go very fast reaching 
escape velocity speeds. Buoyant aircraft don’t 
necessarily have to move slow like a blimp. 
The US Nimitz 'tic-tac’ UFO captured on film 


using Raytheon’s infrared cameras shows a 
smudge above and below it like a heat 
signature, maybe the plasma pinch effect 
instead of an infrared camera artifact sun dog 
optical illusion. There’s been strides in the 
progression of DEWs and lasers making a 
concept like the Lightcraft possible. San 
Nicholas Island off the Coast of Southern 
California is a US Navy weapons testing 
ground, maybe they are testing drones part of 
black programs developed at Area 51 or Area 
52 at the island for Navy UFO response time. 
What about the UAP Task Force? 
Congressional hearings are often just a 
spectacle that’s more about political 
posturing. The sudden interest in UFOs may 
have more to do with popular culture trends 
like the popularity of the TV show Stranger 
Things. Politicians see what’s popular with the 
public and wanted to have public hearings. 
This happened in the 1990s with the X-Files 
when alien abduction was popular increasing 
the reports of people claiming to be abducted 
in their sleep or mind controlled by aliens 
while driving and told to pull off the road and 
got abducted from their car. In the late 1970s 
when Steven Spielberg’s movie Close 
Encounters became a blockbuster there were 
UFO hearings held at the UN in the late 1970s 
like the Congressional hearings today that 
hasn't really told the public much. Consider 
the US Nimitz ’tic-tac’ UAP leaker had a 
background in counterintelligence and saw it 


as an opportunity to use UFOs as a 
counterintelligence operation, like our 
adversaries made progress on propulsion that 
America thought was a secret. By turning UAP 
into a huge spectacle it was hoped that they 
could find the leaker. It could have also been 
a publicity stunt to create a private venture 
like "To The Stars Academy’ controlling the 
UFO narrative and acquiring useful physical 
evidence and info from UFO experiencers to 
capitalize on. Other theories behind the 
government sudden interest in UAP is Space 
Force funding where the new branch of the 
military now looks for space based objects 
that it describes as “UAP techno-signature 
indicators” in what it classifies as the ‘five 
observables’: gravity defying behavior; low 
observability on radar and other sensors; 
sudden accelerations; hypersonic without 
sonic booms; trans-medium travel between 
air-sea-space. It does not necessarily mean 
alien craft but spy satellites and space 
technology by a foreign government that are 
masked with all the space junk surrounding 
earth’s orbit. New euphemisms were created 
by the government (Space Force) to describe 
UFOs detected in space like ‘abnormal 
observables,’ ‘patterns of life,’ ‘orbital 
unknowns,’ ‘anomalous objects.’ The 
government is fond of euphemisms because it 
doesn’t have to be specific. A spacecraft filled 
with alien tourist staring out the window 
waving to the Space Force could be called 


‘patterns of life,’ or ‘orbital unknowns’ just 
like anomalous health incidents (AHI) could be 
directed energy. There is another theory that 
UAPs served as a distraction because of 
political dysfunction and policy blunders. One 
red flag was the public was not alarmed by 
UFOs and did not demand an UAP 
investigation - it was brought upon by the 
government who raised the alarm. The DIA 
funding for an UAP study could have had 
more to do with stealth weapons technology 
as the name: AAWSAP (Advanced Aerospace 
Weapon Systems Application Program) 
implies. Some conspiracy theorist believe in 
an alien threat false flag called Project Blue 
Beam where there will be a faked staged alien 
invasion using holographic technology. | had 
Dr. Carol Rosin testimony on my research 
page stating a false flag alien threat and the 
desire to weaponize space. This was planned 
out by think tanks. It would go from rogue 
nations to the threat of asteroids (NEO), to 
the last card - aliens. Dr. Carol Rosin says this 
was related to her by Werner von Braun 
during the last days of his life and seems to 
be playing out. The information | gathered for 
my UFO research was never classified. It may 
have started out conspiratorial using 
testimony from whistle blowers at Steven 
Greer’s Disclosure Project but later became 
about commonalities from UFO reports. The 
information | gathered was out there for all 
the world to see on UFO web sites and in 


literature - also one of intellectual curiosity 
trying to get a macro view of the 
phenomenon. The conflict the government 
has with its UAP investigations that only 
reveal little to the public is the Pentagon’s 
black budget. The Department of Defense 
does not want to disclose anything ‘secretive’ 
in nature (Secret Weapons Hypothesis (SWH)) 
and this is the stumbling block for those in 
government who are inspired by popular TV 
shows like Stranger Things who want 
answers. They do not have a need-to-know, or 
are on the BIGOT List privy to black programs. 


Early encounters - My Grandfather's UFO and 
Asteroid Encounter Pre-Roswell 1947 


Before | was born my maternal grandfather 
named Bill B Day (1919-2013) from raised in 
the Texas Panhandle during the Great 
Depression was never into science fiction but 
would sometimes tell stories about his life. 
When he was a young man in the Army Air 
Force he was laying in the grass with his 
father in New Mexico they were looking up 
into the nights sky and flying from horizon to 
horizon was a triangle formation of UFOs 
going at a high rate of speed. Then came 
back flying the other direction in a straight 
line. His father said something like the 
heavens have many wonderful mysteries. 
Another time when he was young during the 


early morning hours while milking a cow in 
the Texas Panhandle a giant fireball light up 
the sky like daylight and he thought the world 
was coming to an end. It left a huge streak in 
the sky. 


The Pre-Targeting Years and My Dad’s Flying 
Saucers 


My youthful years was spent growing up in 
the Dallas-Fort Worth area. My father worked 
in the semiconductor industry but always 
seemed to get fired, eventually moving back 
to his native land of Italy after my parents 
divorced during the late 1980s. The divorce 
was due to financial difficulties. My Dad had 
employment difficulties and had a hard time 
raising a family without my maternal 
grandfather’s support. | have fond memories 
of riding bikes with friends in Garland and 
Wylie, Texas and going dumpster diving with 
my dad looking for scrap metal and 
electronics. He had a unique interest in flying 
saucers and was possibly a genius. He was 
inspired by classic science fiction movies from 
his childhood like Forbidden Planet (1956). In 
the very late 1960s or early 1970s he was 
successful in building a single passenger fiber 
glass flying saucer that took off the ground 
with the help of a college professor named Dr. 
Bronco at Arkansas Polytechnic College. The 
made calculations using a Wang Computer 


and he use of the school’s lathe. He claims in 
the 1970s he discovered ion wind playing with 
a Van der Graaf Generator and was also 
inspired by the details of a propulsion 
mechanism described in a UFO abduction that 
he read in a tabloid newspaper while standing 
in line at a Piggly Wiggly grocery store. I’ve 
released some self-published books detailing 
his ideas. When I think back he may have 
been a victim of COINTELPRO and that may 
have been the source of his troubles. He 
claims someone took a shot at his car’s tire 
forcing him off the road during the late 1980s 
like a covert action attempt. | guess that’s 
what happens when you try to build a flying 
saucer in your back yard and write a lot of 
letters to people only to be rejected by NASA. 
My Dad was a pacifist, even with setbacks in 
life, and did not believe in war or helping the 
defense industry build weapons. That was not 
the Star Trek way or the way of Jesus and the 
Virgin Mary. Speaking of Mary next you will 
read about my father’s Marian apparition. 


Hallucination or Military Hologram? Apparition 
at Mountain Creek Lake 


My father who was orphaned in Italy and 
adopted by an American family would claim 
to have an apparition of the Virgin Mary and 
Jesus at Mountain Creek Lake in Grand Prairie, 
Texas during the mid 1970s. It was after 


returning from Washington D.C. to try and 
show one of his electric wind ideas. He was 
rejected and returned home depressed. He 
went to Mountain Creek Lake near the Naval 
Air Station and saw what is called a Mariam 
apparition that looked like a 3D hologram. 
Here’s his description: 


“The date was March 23,1978. That's how | 
Saw Jesus and Mary on the Shores of 
Mountain Creek Lake, The Jesus and Mary | 
saw on the shores of that lake looked like a 
moving hologram exactly like the projection of 
Princes Lela in Star Wars. Only they were so 
close | could have passed my hand through 
them and have felt nothing. | could see the 
whites of her eyes and into her eyeballs at 
arm length. | heard no audible voice. Gravity 
had no effect on them. There was a strong 
wind. My clothes flapped. Theirs was totally 
unaffected. They disappeared by turning 
invisible-not by ceasing to exist. As ghosts | 
could have passed my hand through like a 
holographic projection. Fine but both had their 
own separate way of moving while | was also 
moving. Ever try tapping your head and 
rubbing your stomach while walking and 
talking all at the same time? How then if | was 
imagining create in my mind the 
simultaneous motion of three distinct 
individuals simultaneously?” 


He believes he could have been hallucinating 


due to the exposure of chemicals at his job at 
Xerox, maybe a psychotic break after being 
rejected trying to show his inventions. There 
is another possibility. During the Cold War 
there was mind control experiments like 
MKULTRA, also the military was experimenting 
using holograms. There’s an article entitled: 
The Parallax View: the Military Origins of 
Holography by Sean F. Johnston. Showing his 
invention in Washington may have alarmed 
some people who wanted to discredit him 
using holograms as a test. Fast forward 10 
years later, my Dad was renting a house in 
Sachse, Texas. This was around the time he 
claims someone took a sniper shot at his car’s 
tire forcing him off the road. He was still 
interest in building a flying saucer. One day | 
woke up in a cold sweat after having a bad 
dream and saw a point of light coming out of 
the closet door mirror it turned into a 
translucent face and said it was me from the 
future. The face looked all cut up and said to 
kill my parents or this grotesque face is what | 
would become in the future. | forgot if the 
voice | heard was telepathic or if | was 
audible, maybe from directional audio. | 
thought the face looked artificial like a 
hologram and walked though it saying, “your 
just a hologram.” | looked at the window 
facing the closet mirror and the curtain was 
open thinking that’s where it could have been 
projected from. Before seeing the hologram | 
remember a pale faced military looking man 


staring through the front door window and 
woke up my Dad who walked outside in his 
underwear but didn’t see anybody. 


My Sister Alice’s Stephenville, Texas Year 
2000 Flying Saucer Sighting 


Way before the 2008 Stephenville UFO flap 
my sister had a sighting in the year 2000. | 
moved to Stephenville, Texas with my Mom in 
1997 to be closer to my grandparents who 
lived in Comanche, Texas. We rented a house 
at 459 S. Miter Street close to Downtown 
Stephenville. My Mom wasn’t happy living 
there, she didn’t’ like the small town life and 
had an embarrassing incident happen when 
she attended college there in the late 1960s 
after having a seizure. Stephenville is also a 
small college town (Tarlton State University). 
wasn’t that much happy living there either. | 
got a job at Appleton Electric that made metal 
electrical boxes for electric outlets and String 
O Lights. Working at the factory was like a 
test of endurance. In the year 2000 | was 
planning to leave to move to Dallas and my 
little sister Alice would take my place. She 
was out in the back yard smoking a cigarette 
as it was getting dark outside during the 
evening and then ran inside looking pale. She 
yelled all excited that she saw a flying saucer 
hovering over the tree line like as you would 
go down E. Long street from the intersection 


of S. Minter street. She was being serious and 
looked frightened repeating “I did not believe 
in that sort of thing.” | responded no way, 
disappointed | was not outside in the 
backyard when it happened. My Dad’s dream 
was to build a flying saucer, he tried building 
one in the backyard when he lived in Texas 
and my sister saw a real flying saucer while 
standing in the backyard. She described the 
saucer and said it had rotating lights around 
the perimeter and a dome top. Later she said 
a co-worker woman where she worked at the 
Allsup’s gas station said she saw the same 
thing. My sister would change her story that it 
was an airplane landing at Stephenville Clark 
Regional Airport after being made fun of at 
her job. Back then | hadn’t yet gotten into 
UFOs. Later when | heard news of the January 
8, 2008 Stephenville UFO flap | thought of my 
sister’s sighting from the year 2000. 


Early Targeting; Mailing List Trolling and UFO 
Forum Years (HTML 1.0/2.0) 


When | first got on the internet after the 
urging of a friend who was into Macintosh 
computers during the late 1990s (with a dial- 
up connection) | got a rise out of being 
provocative. This was the dot com bubble 
days. When | think back though, this behavior 
wasn’t anything new. | used to prank call a 
local radio disk jokey and send gag tapes 


when I was a pre-teen. For awhile | got a little 
attention when the disk jokey would say my 
name on the air but eventually got tired of me 
and my interest was focused on other things 
like music, but when | first got on the internet 
| found that just saying stuff, getting a 
reaction was enjoyable, like for laughs. | also 
had a rebellious streak and would always go 
against the grain rebelling against the 
consensus or norm. E-mail mailing list and 
forums were run by a peanut gallery, regulars 
that were all friends and followed the leader. 
Admittedly, it’s one of the things | reflect back 
on and have regrets about because it was a 
show of insecurity and not a productive use of 
my time. Music nerds part of mailing list were 
also good at knowing a lot about music where 
| should have used their knowledge if | posted 
sparingly asking a question and just being 
polite. | kind of wish then that the internet 
had some ground rules for not trolling, similar 
to an Internet Bill of Rights but there wasn’t 
any so | got banned often, even on UFO 
forums getting into flame wars with UFO 
debunkers. Arguments on UFO forums were 
about the Extraterrestrial Hypothesis (ETH) 
versus the Secret Weapons Hypothesis (SWH). 
It sure made me mad being called a troll and 
getting banned but | guess | was deserving of 
it. Those were the days of flame wars and 
what was called the permaban (permanently 
banned). There was no need for government 
surveillance and the targeting of citizens 


because the moderator laid down the ground 
rules and trolls were dealt with accordingly. 
This however was not the case as | made a 
target for myself posting to UFO Forums 
unaware of the nature of mass surveillance or 
that the Pentagon was investigating UFOs. 
Around the years 2003 or 2004 is when my 
electronic harassment began while living in 
an apartment in Dallas on Valley View lane 
near where 635 and 175 intersect. | had a 
Geocities web site named Top Secret 
Research, then later moving to Angelfire when 
Geocities became obsolete. There wasn’t 
anything on my web site that was top secret, 
per se. All the information | gathered came 
from a public source like UFO web sites and 
UFO literature from the Public Library. | 
remember when | first began to delve into 
UFOs | was real naive, | saw a picture of Nazi 
UFOs on the internet and thought it was real 
and was lambasted by UFO debunkers on 
Apollo astronaut Ed Mitchell’s UFO forum who 
were debunking everything UFO related. Ed 
Mitchell was a former Apollo astronaut who 
became interested in ESP and believed in 
UFOs; other astronauts like Gordon Cooper 
claimed to have their own UFO sightings. This 
added to the credibility of a cover-up in my 
mind. | remember one of the first things | 
posted to my Geocities web site was a 
connection between Donald Rumsfeld and 
Wernher von Braun - this was during the Bush 
presidency and right before there was news of 


the Abu Grahib prisoner abuse scandal that 
would contribute to Rumsfeld’s downfall. My 
first UFO research endeavor had a lot to do 
with Steven Greer’s Disclosure Project and the 
testimony of various whistle blowers talking 
about a UFO cover-up at the National Press 
Club. Steven Greer would also describe 
electromagnetic weapon (EW) harassment in 
his book Hidden Truth - Forbidden Knowledge. 
Some people now see him as a charlatan and 
others as a clever marketer using 
conspiracies and embellished stories to push 
for UFO disclosure. My first electronic 
harassment was around the time | was 
posting to Ed Mitchell’s internet forum, | 
would later get electronic harassed posting to 
other UFO forums so | knew there was 
something going on with UFO forums. The 
harassment consisted of a high-pitched tone 
that would come in and out of my left ear 
followed by fatigue or Traumatic Brain Injury 
(TBI) type symptoms similar to a concussion 
(TBI has also been described by Havana 
Syndrome victims). The high-pitched tone 
that would fade in and out of one ear 
continued as | wouldn’t lay off my research 
into UFOs and posting to forums. There were 
other things as well such as a skin condition 
that started to develop on my leg that 
possibly could have been what is called 
radiation dermatitis. In fact | remember going 
to see a Dermatologist in New York about it 
who seemed fascinated when looking at my 


leg and said it was indeed dermatitis. My 
brain basically felt numb after a DEW attack, 
with sinus migraine’s so severe | felt 
nauseous, | had problems with concentration, 
and had slurred speech. At one point | 
thought I was having a stroke lying down flat 
on my back. Electronic music equipment in 
my room like a keyboard synthesizer kept 
malfunctioning. My Macintosh computer 
would get hot and | would have to reboot 
(restart it). | was also getting hang-up calls. | 
had a land-line phone and the phone would 
ring with no one on the other end of the line - 
just silence (this continues to this day with 
robocalls, sometimes a voice recorded 
message with a person speaking in Chinese). 
This of course made me angry because | knew 
it was not something natural but someone 
using technology to harass because of free 
expression. It did the opposite of scaring me 
away from the UFO subject matter - it made 
me more convinced that | was onto 
something. | often feel from observing other 
targeted individuals (TI's) that electronic 
harassment has the opposite effect, it’s a 
type of vindication for their beliefs by the 
harassers that are abusing surveillance. Much 
later it was revealed that the Pentagon had its 
own UFO study and | believe that was likely 
the cause of my targeting, like a type of 
intermediate force capabilities (IFC) using 
directed energy (DE). 


UFO Witness Harassment Cases 


Through my UFO research | learned that 
people who were very public about their UFO 
sightings sometimes received harassment or 
threats that appeared to be coming from the 
government. Of course, everyone is familiar 
with UFO lore like the Men In Black, thanks to 
Hollywood but there were UFO cases with 
very credible witnesses where harassment 
came from a more down-to-earth source. One 
such case is detailed in a book by Jesse 
Marcel Jr., entitled The Roswell Legacy. He is 
the son of the famous Roswell UFO crash 
military officer/witness Jesse Marcel who 
became part of the weather balloon cover- 
story. He claims the famous photograph 
published in a newspaper showing a weather 
balloon is not what his father saw. His father 
became angry at the government afterwards 
and started drinking. In his pursuit to 
vindicate his father and tell his story about 
what was really observed he started to 
receive hang up calls when invited to 
Washington to speak to a government official, 
according to the book it was Dick D’Amato, 
they met in a SCI (SCIF) briefing room to 
discuss UFOs in private with no one snooping 
in. Dick D’Amato gave him a number to call if 
he received anymore UFO related 
harassment. This story is similar to the hang 
up calls that I started receiving while 


researching UFOs living in an apartment on 
7373 Valley View lane in Dallas, along with 
the electronic harassment. Another story of 
UFO witness harassment is that of Danny 
Gordon. His ordeal began during a UFO flap 
that occurred in Wytheville, Virginia during 
the late 1980s towards the end of the Hudson 
Valley UFO wave in New York and was 
featured on the TV show Unsolved Mysteries. 
Danny Gordon was a radio disk jokey and 
started to received calls from listeners about 
UFO sightings, after investigating the alleged 
sightings and having a UFO sighting himself, 
he started to inquire about the UFOs, even 
holding a press conference. He then started to 
describe threatening phone calls warning him 
to lay off the subject matter, threatening his 
family, and encountering strange men posing 
a journalist visiting his house where photo 
negatives he had of a UFO went missing. 
Danny Gordon had to check into a hospital 
suffering from exhaustion due to stress. 
Another UFO witness harassment case that 
occurred in more recent times is the 2008 
Stephenville UFO flap where a sighting of a 
rather large UFO made national headlines 
when a local newspaper journalist Angela 
Joiner submitted the story to the AP. Ten years 
prior | lived in Stephenville, Texas working at 
a factory. Stephenville, Texas is a small 
college town (Tarleton State University) west 
of Fort Worth. | lived with my mom renting a 
house to be closer to my grandparents who 


lived in Comanche, Texas and | worked at a 
factory that made electrical equipment 
named Appleton Electric. Although | never 
had a UFO sighting in Stephenville, Texas 
myself, | had a family member who did while 
standing in the backyard and this was way 
before the 2008 UFO flap, around the year 
2000. One such witness to the Stephenville 
UFO was Ricky Sorrells. He described a 
daytime sighting of a rather large UFO object, 
or his own sightings after the UFO flap made 
headlines. He then described harassment by 
a person claiming to be in the Air Force who 
didn’t take no for an answer, was 
intimidating, had helicopter fly overs scaring 
Sorrells’s cattle, and intruders trespassing his 
property to scare him. | think one 
commonality to all these UFO witness 
harassment cases is there are people part of 
the government or military establishment who 
do not respect the rights of citizens. The 
rationale for the witness harassment is 
probably national security but if the witnesses 
weren't harassed | doubt they would pose 
much of a threat since they are only reporting 
a UFO craft’s appearance with not knowing 
anything about the propulsion mechanism or 
who is piloting the craft, even traumatic 
stories of alien abduction are eventually 
forgotten by the public. | could only conclude 
the UFO witness harassment has something 
to do with experimental craft classified as 
secret. 


Are Massive UFOs Like Stephenville 3D 
Printed In Space? 


One thought that always struck me. Where 
are these craft as large as a football field ora 
Walmart being stored? The observation was 
made that the large black triangular craft 
were near bases. Something large in structure 
doesn’t necessary mean something large in 
density. The craft that emitted a hum could be 
some type of hybrid airship that could be 
assembled and disassembled in parts. A 
number of people would be involved but it is 
possible to keep it secret using security 
clearances. Could the large craft Ricky Sorrells 
saw shoot straight up at an angle into the sky 
be something built and controlled from space? 
Some in Ufology have speculated about a 
secret Space program even before the official 
creation of a Space Force. NASA has a robot 
called the Spider-Fab that can 3D print 
structures in space. Plenty of rockets go up 
with classified payload where the contents are 
not disclosed to the public. This is true with 
other countries who put spy satellites in outer 
space. The great thing about space is there’s 
no limitation to size. It could be as big as a 
football field or a Walmart. Space also offers 
other advantages like building objects, like 
using 3D-printing, in a near vacuum 
environment - the description of UFOs having 


no visible seams or riveting is like something 
that could have been manufactured in space. 
The Space Force has raised concerns about 
space beyond orbiting satellites and space 
junk - it’s called cislunar space and it’s harder 
to detect objects. They may have just given 
away where space-based manufacturing 
could take place that goes undetected. 
Another possibly: are UFO material found on 
earth speculated to be ET because of the 
composition and structure really man-made 
material from secret space experiments? 
There were rumors of a secret space program 
in Ufology and this of course would be 
speculation but consider the many saucer 
reports going back 50 years that appear to be 
man-made. My Dad who’s into flying saucers 
and electrical ion wind experiments has 
speculated some of the physics being taught 
in colleges in not correct and there are 
breakthroughs kept secret by the powerful. 
He’s not a fan of the quantum theory for 
example. Hence the title of this book: 
Targeted by The Pentagon Over UFOs What 
Are They Hiding? (2014). 


UFOs Commonalities and UFO Beam Reports 


When researching UFOs | found there were 
many attributes that can be organized in 
various categories. There was UFO 
appearance like shape: saucer, cigar, egg or 


ovoid, triangular. Shapes tended to reflect 
UFO shapes popular for their time like a flying 
saucer in the 1950s or egg-shape during the 
1960s. Cone shape was also reported in the 
1960s. Does this mean flying saucers, 
circular-wing type craft are no longer 
reported? No, it was just more common place 
during that time. UFO sizes ranged from really 
large craft like a mothership, to medium size 
craft like a flying saucer scout craft, to UFO 
probes that were often described as metallic 
spheres and obols (orange balls of light) - a 
term coined by Francis Ridge from NICAP. One 
appearance that kept being reported was the 
silvery-metallic color with no visible seams or 
riveting. There was UFO effects like glowing at 
night (ionizing of the air) or EM interference, 
or UFOs frightening animals, also sometimes 
injuries like a burn mark although rare. It’s 
rare that UFOs or the occupants were hostile 
toward humans but were more like evasive. 
UFO craft were mostly silent but there were 
sounds reported like a transformer hum or a 
whirring effect etc. There were lots of UFO 
beam reports like the UFO was using some 
type of laser technology, similar to NASA 
shooting a laser from the Mars Rover to take a 
rock sample. NASA also shot beams from a 
satellite to measure the ocean. Beams could 
be seen from UFOs like the UFO was taking 
measurements; sometimes shooting down 
beams over a body of water. This was before | 
researched directed energy (DE) after 


becoming a targeted individual. One thing | 
found particular about UFO beam reports is 
DEWs by the military can not be seen by the 
naked eye like high powered microwaves 
(HPM) that uses RF or high energy lasers 
(HEL) that are infrared waves. My own 
targeting most likely involves microwave (RF- 
weapons) and | would need a special high 
band probe to detect it unlike the cheap EMF 
meters sold on the market that have limited 
frequency range. The depiction of beams shot 
from spaceships or UFOs are very common in 
science fiction, even before Star Trek or Star 
Wars, and there are artist renderings of 
directed energy weapons showing beams for 
illustration purposes but it wouldn’t be an 
accurate representation of today’s DEWs. 
Lasers are visible by the naked eye because a 
laser uses photons. Laser light is meant to be 
seen like a laser pointer or lasers used in a 
light show. Looking at flight characteristics of 
UFOs there were some matching details in 
reports not well known to the public, like a 
flying saucer turning on edge or taking off at 
a 45 degree angle. These are little known 
details that probably wouldn’t be repeated if 
someone was just using UFO cliche’s and 
making up a sighting. The term ‘fast walkers’ 
describes a common characteristic in UFOs 
and that’s speed. The UFOs have been 
tracked by radar outpacing jet aircraft and 
there have been many reports of jets 
scrambling after what was called by the Air 


Force UFOBs (Air Force Regulation 200-2). 
UFOs are also observed hovering like a VTOL - 
able to hover and land vertically. There were 
UFO intrusions near nuclear installations and 
power plants and this has been well 
publicized. | categorized these sightings as 
near areas of armament production. Also 
UFOs hovering near electrical areas like dams 
and power lines. It was speculated that UFOs 
may have been responsible for black outs 
although UFOs never really posed a threat to 
the electric grid system or infrastructure. UFO 
commonalities were not only sightings but 
physical trace evidence like UFO landings 
leaving a trace similar to a crop circle, called 
a saucer nest in Australia, or there were 
alleged UFO crashes, UFO debris etc. During 
the 1970s and 1980s people started reporting 
the large stealthy UFOs. There are audio 
archives of these sightings that were called in 
to a UFO Hotline run by Robert J. Gribble of 
what later became known as the National UFO 
Reporting Center. These large UFOs even 
frustrated old UFO organizations like NICAP 
where the old saucer reports and flying 
saucer landings were changing to more of the 
triangles and boomerangs like in the Hudson 
Valley UFO wave that’s well documented in 
the book Night Siege by J Allen Hynek. | made 
the observation that some of the large craft 
the size of a football field were in close 
proximity to Lockheed Martin like the 
Stephenville UFO in 2008 or a large disc- 


shaped craft seen near Vestle, New York in 
2011. The witness said it shot straight up, 
similar to what Ricky Sorrells described at his 
house near Dublin, Texas. Lockheed Martin is 
near Vestel, New York and Stephenville, Texas 
is a small town located west of Lockheed 
Martin Aeronautics in Fort Worth. Some of 
claimed that the large black triangle UFOs 
that were often observed in the 1990s and 
early 2000s were close to air bases. Lockheed 
Martin Skunk Works is also responsible for 
Area 51 that is surrounded in UFO lore and a 
figment of popular culture like Roswell. In all 
likelihood many UFO craft sightings are man- 
made just as the vast majority of UFO reports 
are actually IFOs. The famous Paul Trent 
McMinnville photo (1950) is a crude looking 
saucer and probably nothing from out of this 
world. The saucer has an antenna which could 
be a rectenna (rectifying antenna) used in 
beamed energy propulsion. The idea of 
wireless energy was first proposed by Nikola 
Tesla. The aerial tel-automaton was an airship 
concept where beams from his Wardenclyffe 
Tower would power the craft and help propel it 
going long distances, most know of his 
remote controlled wireless model boat just 
called the tel-automaton which he 
demonstrated. This does not mean that Nikola 
Tesla. Nikola Tesla also discovered X-rays even 
making an early X-Ray photograph of his foot 
and pioneering the use of alternating current 
(AC) amongst other inventions. Nikola Tesla’s 


name is used in a lot of conspiracies including 
alleged UFO patents or communicating with 
aliens. From what | gather the aerial tel- 
automaton was a real concept and is 
mentioned in a vintage article in ‘Electrical 
Experimenter’ from 1919. Unfortunately for 
Tesla he ran out of funding. There is the 
misconception that UFOs began after Kenneth 
Arnold made the term the flying saucer 
popular in 1947. Some pulp Magazines with 
names like Amazing Stories, considered the 
first science fiction publication, had craft that 
were early depictions of saucers, also 
martians and alien creatures. Unidentified 
craft where also reported in waves before 
1947 like the Airship Wave (late 1800s); ghost 
fliers in Europe (1930s); foo fighters (1944); 
ghost rockets in Sweden (1946). | remember 
being at the public library and seeing a book 
on dirigible airships that were popular during 
the early part of the 20th Century and how 
airships are similar in some ways to the cigar- 
shape UFO that later would be reported in 
UFO sightings. 


UFO Occupant Commonalities 


During the Contactee era of the 1940s and 
1950s UFO occupants were very human- 
looking and described as having clairvoyance. 
Contactee encounters are generally regarded 
as fiction reflecting science fiction movies and 


the flying saucer craze from that time. 
Occupants with a spacesuit seemed more 
common during the space race and the Apollo 
missions. However there is one witness, a 
woman my Dad lived with named Silvana who 
observed a UFO occupant right around the 
time of Roswell or it could have been several 
years before in 1945-1946. She was orphaned 
driving in a car toward Milan, Italy with nuns 
and traffic started to slowdown as a flying 
saucer surrounded by bright lights could be 
observed over a field where an occupant that 
reminded her of a modern day astronaut was 
being lowered beneath the craft toward the 
ground. She said it reminded her of someone 
being lowered by a rope. The next day the 
newspaper in Milan had a cover-story about a 
balloon. She overheard the nuns reading the 
newspaper and saying it was not a balloon. | 
looked at her drawing and what the UFO 
occupant was wearing looked similar to a high 
altitude pressure suit - suits pilots wore during 
high altitude flight test. Like UFO waves, 
periods in time where people witnessed many 
UFOs, this was also the case with UFO 
occupants. During the 1950s, 1960s, and 
1970s many of these UFO occupants were 
wearing a type of space suit or tight-fitting 
coveralls and usually wearing a helmet and 
sometimes a visor. They were observed trying 
to make repairs on the craft or gathering 
earth specimen samples like soil samples. 
Beings that resembled robots were reported 


too. One commonality that stood out with 
modern UFO occupants is short size, large 
cranium, and a one piece coverall type outfit. 
This was a commonality reported even before 
the Greys became popular in the 1980s and 
1990s like the 1954 encounter in Quarouble, 
Nord, France. During the era of the Grey alien 
there were some anatomical differences in 
some reports like disproportionately long 
arms, similar to what you would see with a 
chimpanzee. Some aliens especially those 
that resembled the Greys had different digits 
on their hands, sometimes four fingers or 
even three fingers. Some UFO occupants 
looked very much human, or what people in 
the UFO community would call the Nordics but 
the human looking occupants were not always 
blond like the Joe Simonton encounter (1961) 
where a flying saucer landed asking for water 
and served him up pancakes that they were 
cooking inside the craft - he said the 
occupants had dark hair and looked Italian. 
The modern depiction of a gray alien has a lot 
to do with the alien abduction phenomenon 
and so does the report of alien-human 
hybrids. The earliest report of what could be 
considered a gray alien may have come from 
Betty and Barney Hill (1961) who claimed to 
be abducted while driving down the road and 
examined aboard the craft. They went 
through a hypnosis session describing a star 
map when asking the aliens where they came 
from, this was interpreted as the now famous 


Zeta Reticuli. UFO debunkers had a field day 
and said the alien described looked similar to 
an episode of the Outer Limits. | cross 
referenced the type of beings that is reported 
in close encounters and abductions with 
science fiction and discovered a correlation. 
The grey alien was usually reported after the 
popularity of alien abduction during the 1980s 
and 1990s. Some point to a change in the 
modern conception of an alien to science 
fiction movies like Steven Spielberg’s Close 
Encounter of the Third Kind and ET: The 
Extraterrestrial where the aliens are depicted 
naked, with odd color skin, and less human- 
like. Gone are the space suit like in UFO 
landing reports and the tight fitting coveralls. 
Based on some peoples descriptions of the 
controls witnesses described inside a UFO 
craft that had dials, levers, potentiometers, 
buttons, it seems unlikely that if such a craft 
came from an advanced civilization it would 
have controls similar to that of the 20th 
Century; A comparison could be made to the 
spaceship controls in old science fiction 
movies that don’t seem that advanced today. 
It seems unlikely the George Adamski flying 
saucer was something from an alien race that 
traveled the galaxy nor the photographs of 
Billy Meier. Alien abductions became popular 
towards the end of the 20th Century where 
aliens had the ability to use mind control and 
even wipe memories that could only be 
recovered through hypnosis. A person 


received subliminal messages to drive to a 
remote location if they were driving at night 
or they were abducted from their bed while 
sleeping. Abductees started to report sexual 
encounters including seeing off-spring that 
they term hybrids. Roger Leir who removed 
implants claimed the implants were 
surrounded by a membrane helping the body 
accept the foreign object and laboratory 
analysis like metallurgical analysis revealed 
material that could be compared to asteroid 
samples. He claimed there was also an RF 
signal detected from a removed implant. UFO 
occupants who landed that encountered 
witnesses and aliens reported in abductions 
were described as being able to communicate 
using telepathy which could be seen as a 
more advanced form of communication. In 
some close encounters the occupants wearing 
a suit turned a knob allowing instant 
translation. The use of a translation gadget 
was also described in the Holloman AFB UFO 
landing (1971). Some UFO occupants were 
observed with hand-held devices. This all of 
course, including telepathy was already 
depicted in science fiction and so was a 
person being examined on a table by aliens, 
the movie Killers From Space (1954) comes to 
mind. As alien abduction evolved so did the 
variety of aliens from reptilian, to hairy big 
foot creatures, to insectoid (praying mantis 
looking beings), even robots. All these 
creatures however were nothing new to 


science fiction. The First Men in the Moon 
(1964), based on the 1901 H.G. Wells novel, is 
an early science fiction film that depicts aliens 
with large eyes and a large head. Other UFO 
occupant descriptions although not common 
were sounds. Occupants could sometimes be 
seen conversing like talking in their own 
language. Some people described hearing 
guttural speech while others a sing-song type 
voice. Sometimes UFO occupants would make 
gestures like pointing upwards indicating they 
came from outer space or holding up a hand 
as a breeding. However these gestures were 
not really common and varied by encounter. 


Are We Being Visited Indicator’s? 


Just because there is a close correlation with 
aliens in UFO reports and science fiction 
doesn’t necessarily rule out alien visitation 
(ETH). There were some signs (no pun) that 
this could be the case. Intelligently controlled 
UFOs started to make their presence known 
after the Atomic Bomb and there have been 
intrusions at centers of atomic production, 
nuclear power plants, and nuclear weapon 
silos. Aliens observing the earth may have 
noticed our scientific advancements into the 
atomic age and knew humans were capable 
of self-annihilation. It was not only are 
hominid species at stake but the bio-diversity 
of this planet. Another indicator is the 


behavior of the UFO craft like in UFO landings 
where earth specimen samples are gathered. 
They are probably not gathering earth 
specimen samples if from a foreign country at 
risk of an experimental craft like a flying 
saucer falling into the wrong hands. It would 
be much easier to gather samples for 
examination using a person traveling to the 
country and having a lab kit on hand. 
Gathering earth specimen is like the aliens 
are doing an environmental study seeing the 
affects of human pollution to earth’s habitat. 
Another indicator is the UFO craft seem 
curious about our own airplanes and 
automobiles. The UFOs have been seen near 
highways like observing the cars. Some UFO 
occupants have asked the passenger if they 
could sit inside. Other times UFOs have been 
seen pacing aircraft like they were curious 
about our primitive way of flying and then 
darting off. It’s almost if the UFOs were 
sentimental to simpler times seeing our 
evolution was similar to their own. Alien 
abduction and gathering earth specimen 
could be explained not necessarily as an 
infiltration but preservation seeing a human 
path to self-destruction. Now there seems less 
reports of abduction and UFO landings. Maybe 
the visitors got all the samples they needed. 
They may have also gotten bored with the 
planet earth after completing their study and 
decided to move on to other star systems in a 
giant fleet leaving only drones behind. They 


may have seen humans as having limitations 
and after a period of advancement there 
would be decline like ecological destruction 
and wars, not being able to overcome our 
own deficiencies. Alien abductees describe 
seeing these images of an earth in peril, like a 
warning about our own evolutionary path. 


Alien UFO Origin Theories 


If you believe alien UFO encounters are real 
maybe a rational explanation is more 
advanced space faring civilizations need to 
replenish their genetic stock due to the 
harmful effects of space travel and are more 
advanced when it comes to genetic 
engineering, taking advantage of Earth’s bio- 
diversity without upsetting the natural 
evolution of a more primitive terrestrial 
civilization. They’re not wanting to interfere 
like a prime directive may also be one of 
intellectual curiosity similar to how we study 
and observe nature. Then again some believe 
UFO crashes were deliberate to help us along 
because humans were on a path of 
destruction or some calamity like a super 
nova was coming our way. Others believe 
human DNA was tampered with in the ancient 
past (Ancient Astronaut Theory) to help us 
along from space threats like asteroids or 
mining for gold and then the Anunnaki went 
back to Planet X. My Dad threw out the theory 


maybe aliens call space their permanent 
home. The Oort Cloud is far enough away 
from Earth and would be a good place for an 
outpost. There is an abundance of space ice 
that is heavy water (D20), like there is 
Helium-3 on the moon. My Dad’s reluctance 
to believe aliens are interstellar travelers 
visiting us in the form of UFO sightings is 
because of the distance between stars and 
faster than light travel is impossible based on 
Einstein’s famous equation, E = m c2. My Dad 
claims aliens could be coming here from a 
nearby star system but it would have to be a 
large fleet that would be noticeable. German 
rocket pioneer Hermann Oberth, mentor of 
Wernher von Braun, is quoted as saying he 
believed the aliens are interstellar. He seems 
to have based his conclusion on UFO 
information that was available at the time. 
Then there are those that believe space 
based UFOs that are not from this world are 
airbrushed out by NASA at Building 8 at 
Johnson Space Center in Houston, Texas. i.e. 
UK UFO hacker Gary McKinnon. One UFO 
debunker that specialized in debunking NASA 
film footage of UFO’s in space was James 
Oberg. When I was getting electronic 
harassed posting to UFO forums he seemed to 
always pop up, although skeptics debating 
the ETH (extra-terrestrial hypothesis) was 
nothing unusual. | couldn’t understand why 
skeptics were so adamant in debunking the 
ETH, or why it was worth their time if there 


was nothing to UFOs. What | did know 
engaging with debunkers is prying into the 
subject matter upset someone monitoring 
UFO forums resulting in electronic harassment 
and now it’s rather obvious that that someone 
was the Pentagon. Some believe there was an 
increase in flyings saucers after W.W.II. when 
Kenneth Arnold’s 1947 sighting made 
headlines ushering in the modern UFO era 
because of the atomic bomb. This also 
explains UFO landings, close encounters, and 
abductions because of the concern humans 
were on a path of environmental destruction 
and nuclear annihilation. My Dad (Gene 
Watson - Flying Saucers (2014)) believed 
aliens did not want contact with humans 
because we were too war-like and they are 
more evolved. Aliens that people 
communicated with in close encounters all 
seemed to vary in appearance and what was 
told to the experiencer about where they 
came from also varied. i.e the famous star 
map from the Betty and Barney Hill 
abduction. This is called by some in Ufology 
alien deception - where aliens are evasive, 
not telling the truth. There was the 
dinosauroid theory that the aliens we see 
today were the evolution of the dinosaur that 
went off-planet after the asteroid struck earth 
making most dinosaurs extinct. Maybe some 
dinosaurs with bigger brain capacity hid in 
caves and evolved to a civilization when all 
the other dinosaurs went extinct. A depiction 


of the dinosauroid by Dale A. Russell was said 
to scare abductees. These dinosauroid beings 
could have taken inspiration to build airships 
and eventually spacecraft from observing 
flying dinosaurs like the Pterodactyl. Today we 
consider the remnants of dinosaurs to be be 
modern day birds. Early hominids like humans 
developing civilizations could have 
encountered these dinosauroid beings calling 
them the serpent people. The imagery of 
serpents is depicted in ancient cultures all 
around the world along with pyramid type 
structures. There is also imagery of humans 
having wings; what is termed avian 
humanoids from many ancient cultures 
around the world and is in religion with 
angels. Some believe UFOs are not aliens at 
all like the dinosauroid theory and area 
previously advanced civilization from the 
distant past where there is very little record, 
only stories in mythology. Other theories that 
are popular is aliens are humans from the 
future time to demonic entities or fallen 
angels because of Biblical beliefs to beings 
form other dimensions to manifestations from 
our imagination - aliens are seen by people 
who take hallucinogens. There is also the 
remote possibility that aliens are not aliens at 
all but animals with large brains already on 
this planet and they’ve duped up into thinking 
they lack the ability to develop technology 
like some believe dolphins are smarter than 
we give them credit for. These alternate-ETH 


theories however seem a bit far-fetched 
straying from what is possible in science and 
physics. This of course is all theory and that’s 
the problem with the ETH, is the lack of 
evidence aside from the tidbits that come 
from UFO enthusiast or testimony that only 
amounts to a story. 


MILABS (Military Alien Abductions) 


When alien abductions became popular 
because of books like Communion and TV 
shows like the X-Files, UFO conspiracies talked 
of underground bases like one that is 
allegedly located in Ducle, New Mexico and 
some abductees believed the military was 
abducting people. This was called a MILAB. 
Alien abductions were staged and the people 
abducted were taken to a secretive location. 
Some claimed that the government had a 
secret agreement with the Grays, a type of 
technology exchange, and were keeping track 
of abductees - seeing what the grey’s were 
doing. | find there is some overlap with 
targeted individuals and what is reported in 
UFOs as | mentioned with UFO beam reports, 
now what we consider directed energy (DE). 
This is also the case with alien implants. | 
believe | may have something similar to an 
implant placed in my ear that causes itching 
and discomfort and appears to be stimulated 
by microwaves during strong periods of 


electronic harassment with increased tinnitus. 
What is placed in my ear could be a tracking 
device or transponder called a tag (TTL = 
technology tagging, tracking, locating). 
There’s even an FBI document on TTL. Now 
RFID animal tags are not that uncommon to 
keep track of a person’s pet so it doesn’t run 
off and get lost. Some people use an Apple 
AirTag to keep track of an item that they don’t 
want stolen like their car. Abductees part of a 
MILAB believe they’ve been implanted not 
from aliens but by the military part of an 
experiment. | remember one such man on 
MUFON’s old Internet forum that believed 
aliens were a ruse and it was in fact the 
military after he saw soldiers during one 
MILAB experience. V2K reported by some TI’s 
also is similar in some ways to what 
abductees report in telepathic communication 
by the Greys. The communication is projected 
inside their head instead of hearing an 
audible voice, sometimes the voice is 
described as having a metallic tone. In the 
1990s there was a company named Alien 
Technology that made RFID chips - a clever 
name that I’m sure was supposed to be 
humorous implying reverse engineering that 
was alleged by the likes of Philip J. Corso and 
a sentiment echoed recently by a so called 
whistle blower named David Grusch who 
testified in front of a Capital Hill, implying the 
Pentagon was involved in reverse engineering 
UFO crashes and tries to make weapons with 


it. Steven Greer claimed fake grey aliens 
called programmed life forms are used in 
MILABS, the information came from one of his 
conspiratorial Disclosure Project witnesses. 
How do you know people are telling the truth 
or just telling stories, spreading 
disinformation? That’s the problem. With 
testimony and stories. Even in the early 
2000s there were all sorts of conspiratorial 
claims being made on the internet. Some UFO 
personalities and web sites seemed less 
credible like a David Ike, than others. The talk 
of underground bases and MILABs of course 
could just have been the X-Files alien 
abduction narrative that was popular at the 
time. There was some truth to underground 
shelters or bunkers, those do exist and | 
suppose it is possible if alien abductions were 
real there could have been a military 
intelligence operation to keep tabs on the 
Greys. We know that human experimentation 
was real and the government did delve into 
mind control experiments during the Cold 
War. There are some similarities with mind 
control and alien abduction. 


The Process of an Alien Abduction (Stalking; 
Acquisition; Procedures; Return; Post-Effects) 


Alien abduction does reflect activity reported 
in close encounters and UFO landings. One 
such example is the gathering of earth 


specimen samples. Humans tranquilize 
animals in the wild for study and even try 
breeding wild animals in captivity like at the 
zoo. The wild animal wakes up with a tag or 
tracking device and runs off not remembering 
being examined. We also study indigenous 
tribes at a distance that have had little 
interaction with modern society not wanting 
to corrupt their ways or beliefs where they 
live in harmony amongst nature and have 
done so for many generations. I’m sure aliens 
are no different. Their curiosity about human 
hominids may consist of an abduction where 
the abductee remembers very little. The 
aliens being a more advanced race would 
process mind control abilities like the control 
of mood, going from fear to calm. The ability 
to put a person in a hypnotic suggestive state 
like turning off the highway and driving down 
a lonely road where the abduction takes place 
or inserting screen memories, instead of of a 
Grey alien face they remember a deer or an 
owl. The aliens could also try to erase 
memories of events that took place aboard 
the craft using transient global amnesia (TGA) 
where the person knows something unusual 
happened, even remembering the UFO but 
can not remember actual events of the 
abduction. In Ufology hypnotherapy was a 
tool used to try and un-block some of these 
memories which became very traumatic to 
the abductee after reliving what they went 
through. Of course, anyone could understand 


in the case of MILABs how the military would 
desire the same mind control capabilities. 
Once the memories were unlocked using 
hypnotherapy the disturbing details started to 
emerge. Some abductees remembered a 
memory upload or download with the Grey 
alien staring close to their eyes like having a 
neural-optic pathway in to their brain. Others 
remember being instructed to strip naked and 
sit in a room until it was their turn to be 
examined or have procedures performed on 
them, medical procedures that seemed more 
advanced than our own, some of these 
procedures were sexual in nature, others 
described as painful where implants were 
inserted up their nose with a laparoscopic 
type instrument, and others behind their eye, 
or a limb. Some abductees remember being in 
a large auditorium type room with many 
people who were abducted and some of the 
people were weeping and screaming in total 
fear. The craft that they were in had to be a 
mothership. Some remember seeing not only 
the Greys but other beings that resembled a 
giant insect or praying mantis. There was the 
stalking, being followed by a UFO phase, the 
acquisition phase, the actual abduction, and 
returning the abductee phase, the the post 
effects abduction phase. l.e. feeling dirty, 
nauseous, depressed, having PTSD and not 
knowing why, violated, having a nose bleed, 
noticing their clothes looked odd like put on 
haphazardly or their shirt was put on 


backwards. Also marks on the body, scoop 
marks like a skin sample was taken. One 
commonality | saw described in UFO cases 
was a hand held wand type instrument that 
made an abductee paralyzed in their tracks. 
Some abductees claimed they were shown a 
box not knowing what it was. Other abductees 
were stopped in their tracks paralyzed or 
were sedated after the Grey gently touched 
them. Some abductees had a negative view of 
the Greys like they’d been raped and violated 
against their will while others weren’t so 
bothered by it believing they were part of 
something unique. Most abductees though 
had to cope knowing their lives were not the 
Same and some came to the conclusion that 
alien abduction is multi-generational like the 
aliens see them as more compatible following 
a blood line, blood type, or lineage. One thing 
that affected abductees the most was seeing 
alien-human offspring and knowing the 
hybrids could not return with them. They were 
told to hold their child while the Greys who 
seemed to lack emotion observed like there 
was a nurturing element missing in the Greys 
efforts to raise hybrids. Others over a period 
of abductions saw their hybrid children more 
grown and were escorted in a room where 
their hybrid offspring would appear. It is 
unclear what happened to the hybrids when 
they became adult. However some abductees 
did observe adult hybrid on the craft aiding 
the Greys. Some people claimed to have 


sexual intercourse with adult hybrids who 
were described as having slanted eyes, high 
cheek bones, with a small mouth. Reading 
alien abduction accounts there were two type 
of abductions, one appeared purely random, 
by happenstance and the other was like a 
repeat abduction, the aliens knew who they 
were abducting. Smells people described 
were sulfur, or it felt stuffy like breathing thick 
air, or the aliens smelled like wet cardboard. 
Alien abduction accounts started to tail off 
after the 2000s. It is unclear why, censorship, 
our government could detect the craft and 
the secret space program put up a defense, 
the Greys got what they wanted creating 
enough hybrids to replenish their stock and 
left or it was just a popular culture trend, a 
reflection of the X-Files (1990s), Star Trek The 
Next Generation (1990s), Spielberg’s Taken 
(2002), or science fiction from the time. 
Whether people would like to admit it culture 
has a strong impact on belief. If our culture 
was more religious then more miracles or 
apparitions (Marian) would be reported. 


An Alien Profile Page | Made Was Hacked and 
Taken Down 


My research expanded from UFO 
commonalities, to a thorough alien abduction 
page, to UFO occupant commonalities. | 
thought it would be funny to put up a web site 


with alien faces from UFO occupant and alien 
abductions much like a person’s profile image 
on social media or the FBI’s most wanted list. 
The images would be next to each other filling 
up and entire web page. The alien mug shots 
would also be hyperlinked to a page that had 
specifics on the particular close encounter or 
abduction. | had a whole page of illustrated 
alien face image cropped as little squares and 
it was sight to behold. From Insectoids, 
Grey’s, the reptilians, human-like, humanoid 
occupants wearing a helmet and visor, 
wrinkled (skin like the movie ET). | started to 
see some similarities in some of the beings 
like there was the Michelin Man reported by 
multiple people but there was also a lot of 
variation, and variation of where the beings 
said they came from when clicking a profile 
image to read about the case. | uploaded the 
page and files using FTP to a free hosting web 
site and notice the page would alway be 
hacked and taken down. Then | tried using 
Google Sites and it was also taken down. After 
awhile | gave up finding it strange such an 
over-the-top silly web site would be hacked. 
Then the file with all the images and HTML 
pages | compressed to a Zip file became 
corrupted. | used to think my UFO research 
upset the government but it was aliens. This 
was also the case when debating UFO 
debunkers on UFO forums during the 2000s 
who did not like the ETH (extraterrestrial 
hypothesis) or a cover-up. Before my Alien 


Faces page file become corrupt | put it ona 
laptop computer that | gave to my Dad. He 
looked at it and said it was fiction but later 
claimed to have tracked down one of the 
witnesses in an Italian close encounter cases 
and asked him questions. My Dad was 
interested in what people saw inside the UFO 
craft. During the 1970s he read abut a UFO 
close encounter case in a tabloid magazine 
that he purchased at the supermarket and 
was more interested in the propulsion device 
described by the witness - it inspired one of 
my Dad’s ion wind motors. 


The Secret Weapons Hypothesis (SWH) and 
Experimental Craft 


UFOs don’t necessarily have to point to an 
advanced civilization. Flight captured people’s 
imagination going back to the Renaissance 
with Leonardo D Vinci. The History of Flight 
and Aviation are great reading to put things 
into perspective when looking at UFOs. 
Dirigible airships and balloons that captured 
the public’s imagination during the late 19th 
Century and early part of the 20th Century. 
Could lighter-than air (LTA) and buoyant craft 
explain some UFO sightings? This is probably 
the case such as a hybrid airship which can 
be very large. | asked my dad who’s always 
been interested in propulsion theories about 
buoyant craft and he said they are more than 


just a dirigible airship or a blimp but with a 
combination of propulsion a buoyant craft can 
move at tremendous speeds as reported in 
UFO sightings. Perhaps even using beam- 
powered propulsion - also known as directed 
energy (DE) propulsion, like the laser 
propelled Lightcraft concept pushing air out of 
its path using the plasma pinch effect. e.g. 
laser propelled Lightcraft. My way of 
researching UFOs using Google and open 
source info still didn’t teach me about UFO 
propulsion but after putting my Dad’s books 
together on his theories | learned a great 
deal. Much of what was posted online from 
Alien Reproduction Vehicles to Bob Lazar and 
Element 115 was conspiracy junk. My Dad 
who developed an interest in flying saucers 
seemed to know more about what was 
actually feasible and this helped me along in 
de-mystifying UFOs. For example, a flying 
saucer is really a circular wing craft; a triangle 
a delta wing craft, a cigar-shaped UFO is a 
dirigible. Some craft like a dirigible may be 
buoyant. Also known in today’s world as a 
hybrid aircraft. My dad theorized the big black 
triangles people were observing could use 
superconductivity and that Frank Scully’s 
book Behind The Flying Saucers (1950) 
actually knowingly or unknowingly if it was a 
pure work of fiction exposed a truth - what 
Wilber Smith termed “geo-magnetics.” The 
concept involved superconductors with 
superinsulators making the craft lighter by 


repelling earth’s magnetic field, My Dad 
claims for this to work the craft would have to 
be large. | asked what was causing the 
transformer hum reported in big black delta 
wing triangles and flying wing boomerangs. 
He said high frequency and high voltage or AC 
current (I forget which, probably the latter) - 
also corona discharge from high voltage lines 
will create a hum. Other types of craft people 
report as UFOs could utilize a combination of 
propulsion like the Coanda effect, jet-fan- 
rocket, Electrohydrodynamics (EHD), 
Magnetohydrodynamics (MHD). The Coanda 
effect was described by Wiley Ley in a 1956 
article entitled how How Flying Saucers Work. 
My Dad agreed with the Wiley Ley article 
stating a saucer would be safer than a 
passenger plane because it could descend 
vertically and a massive flying saucer could 
be built to transport many people. My Dad 
believed he discovered a type of ion thrust 
that wasn’t a weak force and Nikola Tesla 
could have made the same discovery when 
he thought up the aerial tel-automaton. Many 
of my Dad’s concepts are in the book Gene 
Watson - Flying Saucers (2014). The book 
describes his attempts in America to try and 
build a VTOL flying saucer that he called a 
ground effect vehicle (GEV). He wanted to use 
contra-rotating blades and planetary gear 
reduction. His plans were to use the publicity 
of his GEV saucer for more ambitious 
propulsion such as electric field like using his 


ion wind discovery. My Dad was not alone in 
conceptualizing and trying to build a man- 
made flying saucer. There are a lot of 
experimental craft and UFO patents. An 
experimental craft, even a drone looks more 
impressive flying around at night where a 
person excited to see a UFO could easily jump 
to conclusions and think that it’s from out of 
this world. Some UFO sightings are associated 
with speed, UFOs going over a certain amount 
of G-forces would have to be a drone or the 
pilot would be crushed inside. My Dad said 
there is no way to cancel the effects of gravity 
and there is no such thing as ‘anti-gravity’ or 
faster than-light travel. There is a lot of quack 
science in Ufology based on science fiction. 
When | first got into UFOs | favored the UFO 
cover-up and the ETH but now knowing more 
about propulsion | believe the Secret Weapons 
Hypothesis (SWH) may be the likely 
explanation to UFOs. 


Governments Declassify UFO Files and 
Ufologist Start Dying Off 


Around the time | stopped researching UFOs 
because of the electronic harassment, 
government’s around the world started 
declassifying UFO files like it was a 
coordinated effort to release previously 
classified UFO information. | believe this really 
served those in intelligence to help get an 


overall picture of the UFO phenomenon using 
advancements in computer methods like 
algorithms and data analytics. My way of 
looking for UFO commonalities cross 
referencing HTML pages was rather archaic. 
l'm not the only one who conducts research 
from public sources but so do the intelligence 
world - this is called open-source research 
(OSNIT). In the 2000s many UFO personalities 
part of UFOlogy started to die off. Some of 
this could be attributed to old age but there 
seemed to be an unusual amount of cases of 
cancer and heart attacks. People like Roger 
Leir, who removed alien implants died of a 
heart attack, Bud Hopkins a New York artist 
who researched alien abductions died of 
cancer, Stanton Friedman a UFO personality 
and lecturer died of a heart attack, Jessie 
Marcel Jr, the son of Roswell witness Jessie 
Marcel, dies from a heart attack a few months 
after returning from a UFO convention. Angela 
Joiner the journalist responsible for the 2008 
Stephenville UFO flap dies from cancer. | had 
a female friend during the early 1990s who’s 
grandmother was into UFOs who had died 
from a sudden heart attack while on a flight. 
There was a time the electronic harassers 
started targeting my chest and | went to see a 
cardiologist in New York to get my heart 
checked. Ufologist starting to die off while the 
government was taking a more proactive role 
in the subject matter was not only noticed by 
me but other Ufologist who raised concern. In 


their place was mostly Pentagon UAP talk, To 
The Stars Academy, or the same shills being 
interviewed by the media just repeating UAP 
talking points. A reporter from the New York 
Post contacted me about using some of the 
UFO drawings | did that I put in one of my self- 
published books. | had put the book on 
Internet Archive in digital form for anyone to 
view for free and was no longer researching 
UFOs. | gave the journalist permission but the 
show didn’t feature any of my illustrations but 
instead a former MoD UFO personality talking 
about the same old UFO cases like the 
Rendlesham Forest incident, said to be the 
British Roswell. | was never impressed wit 
Rendlesham Forest where there was conflict 
between witnesses and it looked tainted with 
disinformation. Some have suspected the said 
British Ufologist who formerly worked for the 
MoD researching UFOs when the X-Files was 
popular in the 1990s and other people in 
Ufology were moles for the government. | 
remember reading one such allegation on the 
UFO Updates List but in all fairness such 
allegations were not that unusual where there 
was also belief in a UFO cover-up. UFO 
Updates was an old mailing list from the Web 
1.0 days that had a searchable archive. It had 
many notable UFO personalities participating 
and then decided to cease operations in the 
2000s around the time Ufologist started to die 
off, it stated because of changing internet 
trends like social media but was that the real 


reason? Some have suspected mainstay UFO 
Organizations like MUFON was really working 
for the government, as one MUFON person 
joked they do the government’s job for free. 
The Board of Directors at one point comprised 
of former Air Force and aerospace experts. 
MUFON did not disclose names of UFO 
witnesses on its database and made 
witnesses sign non-disclosure agreements 
(NDAs). Robert Bigelow, responsible for AATIP, 
who hoarded UFO evidence and used Neo- 
liberal methods like government funding for 
BAASS (AATIP) tried to acquire exclusive 
access to MUFON’s database where he could 
see the witness names, he also funded the 
STAR Team - a group of experts that would go 
investigate some of the more intriguing 
MUFON sightings like close encounters (CE3’s) 
but there was a falling out with the 
organization’s then director James Carrion 
who was more of a skeptic, over funding. 
Volunteer non-profit organizations like MUFON 
were becoming obsolete with less of the 
spotlight. There were arrest and sting 
operations involving UFO people. One was a 
UFO personality named Stan Romanek who 
claimed to be an alien abductee who captured 
video of an alien staring through his window. 
He was later arrested on alleged child porn 
charges with his computer confiscated. 
Former MUFON Director Jan Harzan was 
arrested in a child porn sting operation. John 
Ford a Ufologist (LIUFON Director) that 


became part of a UFO flap involving an 
alleged UFO crash (the South Haven Park UFO 
Crash) in Long Island during the early 1990s 
was committed to an insane asylum 
(Rockland’s Psychiatric Center) for allegedly 
trying to assassinate a local politician using 
radiation poisoning. The bust to break up the 
plot involved an FBI informant. Supporters of 
John Ford who believed he was railroaded 
created a non-profit called the John Ford 
Initiative in an effort to free him from the 
asylum. Would the government rub off UFO 
people because of a self-serving alarmist 
agenda, the UAP Task Force etc., to control 
the narrative and promote their agenda? It 
sounds very conspiratorial but it fits the 
governments M.O. 


Government Alarmism, Bureaucracy, and 
Neo-Liberal-huckster behavior over UFOs 


If government seems overly complex, there’s 
a reason - government spending and waste. 
The Neo-liberal industry thrives on alarmism 
and is also involved in the UFO bureaucracy 
with hucksters seizing the opportunity to grab 
the spotlight. Unfortunately, the public hasn’t 
gotten a lot out of it except alleged UFO 
intrusions near Navy vessels. Skeptics have 
criticized Robert Bigelow and To The Stars 
Academy of promoting pseudo-science and 
fringe concepts. The latest government UFO 


bureaucracy has ‘AARO’ tasked with 
investigating UFOs and the FBI (DoJ) involved 
investigating the jet pack man in Los Angeles. 
The Chinese government has a less 
bureaucratic approach having Al tasked with 
keeping track of UFOs 


Here’s is a rough timeline of government UFO 
alarmism, Neo-liberalism, and huckster 
activity. Can you make sense out of it?: 


In 2000s. Robert Bigelow was alarmed China’s 
growing interest in UFOs convincing Senator 
Harry Reid to look into UFOs who was 
convinced the funding could lead to 
breakthroughs. 


In 2007. Funding for the AAWSAP/AATIP. 
Emphasis on the words “weapons & threats.” 
i.e. AAWSAP (Advanced Aerospace Weapon 
Systems Application Program). 

AATIP (Advanced Aerospace Threat 
Identification). 


In 2007. Robert Bigelow was the sole bidder 
and contract winner for through his BAASS 
organization that also received pilot reports of 
UFOs through the FAA. 


In 2012. Washington saw the program as 
waste and decided to cancel although the 
program still continued under the US Office of 
Naval Intelligence with the new name UAP 


Task Force. 


In 2017. Luis Elizondo was alarmed about UFO 
intrusions and how the Pentagon wasn’t 
taking it seriously and is credited as leaking 
the US Nimitz ’Tic-Tac’ UFO video. 


In 2017. AATIP made news long after the 
program was canceled after leak of the US 
Nimitz ’Tic-Tac’ UFO and FOIA request. 


In 2017. The US Nimitz ’Tic-Tac’ UFO helped 
promote a new private venture with some of 
the same AATIP Bigelow along with defense- 
intel community people called ‘To The Stars 
Academy.’ 


In 2018. According to an SEC filing ‘To The 
Stars Academy’ came up short on crowd 
funding with a lack of public interest. 


In 2019. Navy drafts new guidelines for pilots 
and other personnel to report unidentified 
craft (UFOs). 


In 2019. To The Stars signs a contract with the 
Army to look at alleged UFO material 
samples. 


In 2019. President Trump establishes the 
Space Force (USSF) that also looks at space- 
based UFOs using the euphemisms 
"anomalous objects’ and the Five Observables 


(techno-signatures of UAP). 


In 2020. Luis Elizondo (former AATIP), Steve 
Justice (former Lockheed Martin) and other 
defense-intel people leave To The Stars 
Academy. 


In 2020. President Trump using a COVID-19 
relief bill orders a UAP report to Congress. 


In 2020. In an SEC filing The Stars Academy is 
reduced to focusing on entertainment. 


In 2021. China uses Al to track UFOs but 
thinks aliens are unlikely the explanation. 


In 2021. The UAP Task force (UAPTF) changes 
its name to the acronym AOIMSG. 


In 2021. Jay Stratton left his role at the UAP 
Task force (UAPTF) to work for a defense- 
intelligence contractor named Radiance 
Technologies (directed energy (DE) is listed on 
its web site). 


In 2021. The Galileo Project was created by 
Avi Loeb look for ET traces, a Harvard 
astronomy professor who in 2017 claimed an 
interstellar object (comet) named Oumuamua 
was alien controlled. 


In 2021. FBI says Jet Pack Man in Los Angeles 
appears to be balloon. 


In 2022. Under the National Defense 
Authorization Act AOIMSG was changed to 
‘AARO’ tasked with investigating UFOs. The 
Department of Justice (DoJ) is listed as one of 
‘AARO’S’ key partners and stakeholders. 


In 2022. It was reported that Luis Elizondo 
became a contractor for the Space Force 
(USSF) and a research affiliate at the Galileo 
Project. 


In 2024. Republic politician named Mike 
Turner warns Russia is trying to put nuclear 
weapons/ anti-satellite weaponry into space. 


What wasn’t In The Pentagon UAP Report? 


Black budget programs, i.e. special access 
programs (USAPs), Sensitive Compartmented 
Information (SCI), a majority of Lockheed 
Martin Skunkworks projects are kept secret 
which may explain the stealthy UFOs emitting 
a hum. 


A documentary film maker named Robert 
Emenegger and fellow producer Allan Sandler 
claimed they were approached by the military 
to make a documentary about first contact 
where a flying saucer landed at Holloman AFB 
in the early 1970s and large nose grays (large 
nose - symbolic of lying l.e. Pinocchio) 
emerged from the craft where there was an 


exchange. The documentary film maker was 
shown the original footage but the 
documentary was canned after the military 
got cold feet. Years later the alleged incident 
was depicted in his own documentary entitled 
UFO’s Past Present & Future (1974). This may 
have been the premise to Steven Spielberg’s 
movie Close Encounters of the Third 

Kind( 1977) or was very close to it. It was also 
was a reflection of science fiction of the time. 
Fast forward to today and a flying saucer 
landing with aliens emerging walking down a 
ramp wearing silver suits like in the movie 
The Day The Earth Stood Still (1951) seems a 
bit dated. The Pentagon leaked UAP footage is 
described as a drone when drones are now 
popular. 


The large structured craft that appeared man 
made like the Cash-Landrum UFO in distress 
shooting down scorching flames emitting 
beeping sounds surrounded by Chinook 
Helicopters. Obviously those were not private 
helicopters and there had to be some military 
involvement. 


Large delta black triangles and large 
boomerang (flying wing) UFOs like the big 
black triangle reported by police car in the 
mid-west featured on Peter Jennings UFOs 
special Seeing Is Believing (2005) or large 
boomerang-UFOs like the 1997 Phoenix 
Lights; 1980s Hudson Valley UFOs depicted in 


the 80s TV show Unsolved Mysteries. These 
large craft were often described as hovering 
slowly with lights and emitting a transformer 
type hum. Obviously some type of buoyant 
hybrid airship that the Pentagon knows about. 
There were attempts to debunk such 
sightings as flares or formations of planes but 
many witnesses described structured craft. 
Sometimes with windows, antenna, girders 
etc. 


UFO beam reports. It seems odd to leave that 
out with today’s DEW proliferation. Also many 
of the UFO commonalities that were listed on 

my web site which were very educational like 
shapes, effects, flight characteristic, physical 

trace etal. 


Neo-Liberal Private Intel (PIAS) From Research 
Targeted Individual (TI's, Rabbits) 


An example of Neo-liberalism was previously 
mentioned with Robert Bigelow and his 
organization BAASS getting a contract to look 
at UFOs through the DIA. The private 
intelligence (PIA) world is more of the same, 
the only difference is the contractors are 
usually former employees of the government. 
i.e people on a federal payroll. They get into 
the private sector to do the same type of 
(intel) work for financial gain. Many of these 
private intelligence contractors still have an 


active security clearance and use their 
Washington connections to get lucrative 
Federal contracts. An example mentioned in 
this book is the Chertoff Group created by 
Michael Chertoff (DHS) instrumental in the 
PATRIOT Act and also had Micheal Haydon 
(CIA) as a member. Some claim to be a small 
business listed as LLC’s comprising of 
veterans with a background in areas like 
counterintelligence. They use broad 
professional jargon or weasel wording on the 
company’s landing page so you can read 
between the times. i.e. threat mitigation, 
intelligence analysis of threat systems, cyber 
capabilities. Some people behind a private 
intelligence agency have law background as 
well as politicians, not to uphold the law but 
to use it for their advantage. For example, | 
could tell my directed energy targeting was 
provocation so when retaliating | would get in 
trouble. There’s also emphasis on research 
labs or engineering, research and 
development (ER&D). PIAs are located at 
close proximity to Washington D.C. in areas 
around Virginia, or in places where they can 
rub shoulders with the Pentagon and the 
Intelligence Community (IC) like Crystal City 
and National Landing. Private companies 
(PMCs, PIAs) have a track record of targeting 
people, in Washington they are referred to as 
‘meat shops.’ Spies for Hire: The Secret Word 
of Intelligence Outsourcing is a book that goes 
in depth about privatized intelligence but 


critics or those willing to report on America’s 
PIA industry are few and far between. 
Freelance Journalist Barrett Brown tried to 
take on Private Intelligence reporting on Team 
Themis and was raided by the FBI who also 
targeted his mother. One advantage with 
using a PIA is activity the government can 
distance itself away from. i.e. extrajudicial 
activities. Some have called them 
‘mercenaries’ like the infamous Wagner Group 
- a trend started by the US during the Iraq war 
with private military contracting. SAIC was 
termed the NSA West and branched off to 
form Leidos to be closer to Washington D.C.. 
Example: Erik Prince of Blackwater; (the 
mercenary business). Tiger Swan (the 
mercenary business) was used against the 
Standing Rock protesters who were mostly 
Native American to favor the big oil 
corporations. PsyGroup, Wikistrat, Cambridge 
Analytica, Amyntor Group, NSO Group 
(spyware); Palantir (Gotham predictive 
policing; ICE controversy), Team Themis (HB 
Gary et al) Black Cube (Harvey Weinstein), 
Larry Sanchez (CIA-NYPD-UAE), Leidos 
(tracking terrorist for drone strikes), CACI 
(sued by Abu Grahib prisoners under Alien 
Tort Act); Aero Contractors (Torture Flights); 
Mitchell Jessen & Associates (torture 
psychologist) are all examples of PIAs 
targeting people. There’s even a PIA named 
‘Tactical Rabbit.” Private intel companies post 
on job boards hiring Surveillance Role Players 


(SRPs) where a candidate must hold a 
security clearance and understand DoD 
tradecraft terminology. Job descriptions 
include being able to walk and drive a vehicle 
over a long period of time conducting 
surveillance roles. Federal agencies have 
used a long list of contractors for intelligence 
outsourcing and various roles. Some TI’s have 
claimed private security is involved, maybe 
confusing the term private contracting. | know 
the difference from working as a security 
guard. Security guards face public scrutiny 
when things go wrong. Private intelligence 
(PIAs) on the other hand has evaded both 
media and public scrutiny with exception of 
foreign spook companies like Black Cube or 
maybe Palantir when there was a controversy 
involving DHS ICE agents and Amazon cloud. 


The Problem With Neo-Liberalism 


Not only does private intelligence contractors 
(PIAS) lack proper government oversight and 
public scrutiny but it just increases the 
national deficit since PIAs mostly rely on 
Federal money. This is also true with Peter 
Thiel’s Palantir where it’s number one client is 
the Feds. It’s doing the same government 
work in the private sector. This isn’t isn’t 
creating new tax base from hard working 
people starting a business but involves more 
spending by Uncle Sam. Another problem is 


what you see in the developing world - death 
squads & killing fields. Corrupt leaders in the 
developing world will send out death squads 
to squash any opposition or dissent and this 
only contributes to corruption since reforms 
won't happen. The corruption at the top is 
great for the rich who have more influence on 
political policy but not so much for the poor. 
Activity that is extrajudicial in nature, occurs 
out of the public’s eye, does not bode well for 
a free and democratic system. Why do | say 
this? Because one of PIA’s targets in ‘insider 
threats’ or whistle blowers like Edward 
Snowden who wants to blow the whistle on 
government overreach and surveillance 
abuse. Since 9-11-01 the Pentagon and 
Federal powers have increased in scope and 
size, so has private intelligence contracting 
(PIAs) while the medium class worker who 
pays taxes or runs a small business is 
struggling. Those who use government money 
never have to worry about these struggles. 
It’s easy to play up threats if you are at the 
Pentagon or a politician picking on the little 
guy but the little guy contributes to the 
economy so the government can operate. To 
see how bad things have become all one 
needs to see is all the empty ‘for lease’ retail 
spaces while driving around a city like New 
York, San Fransisco, Los Angeles in contrast to 
defense contractors that rely on Federal 
spending having packed parking lots filled 
with newer cars. When a country declines it 


affects people’s attitude toward the 
government. Of course people who are 
desperate will appear more extremist. This 
may be good for the ‘domestic terrorist’ 
watch-listing-intel contracting-surveillance 
state but it makes the country more poor, 
tribalistic, and despotic. The other problem is 
the incentive to play up threats. So what was 
all the fuss about UAPs again? What | write 
about in this book is a good example. | was 
targeted over posting bout UFOs to the 
internet but is that money well spent? The 
public seems disinterested in UFOs and more 
concerned about down to earth issues that 
affects their bottom line. It makes politicians 
more alarmist in order to continue Federal 
spending on threats where more money 
should be spent elsewhere. Mother Jones 
reported that private intelligence agencies 
(PIAS) make more doing the same type of 
work than their Federal counterparts. You can 
see how that would create, ‘making a 
mountain out of a molehill’ where making 
money is the driving factor at the expense of 
human rights as evident with past abuses 
involving corporations purely driven by profit 
margins. 


UFO Injuries by Man-Made Craft 


| saw alarmist UFO news that a politician 
raised concern over UFO-related injuries. That 


was a commonality part of my research 
compiling cases. | put UFO injuries under 
physical trace. According to my research a 
UFO injury is extremely rare, even rarer than 
an actually dying from a terrorist attack, a 
number of UFO injuries were caused by what 
appears to experimental craft. There were a 
few exceptions, like the 1977 Colares UFO 
Flap where UFO shot down laser beams at 
local villagers leaving a burn mark, otherwise 
| saw a correlation with UFO-related injuries 
and what appeared to be man-made craft. 
Cash-Landrum would be an example. The 
large stealthy black diamond shaped craft 
described by the witnesses was in distress 
emitting beeps when it shot down flames 
surrounded by Chinook helicopters. It doesn’t 
sound like something from out of this world or 
even China. That case was from the 1980s. 
The victims were left high and dry having 
radiation burn type injuries with no help by 
the government (plausible deniability). There 
was the James Flynn Florida Everglades 
Encounter that left him injured. What he 
observed didn’t appear very alien, it was 
made of metal plates held in place by rivets, 
he thought it was a NASA experiment. That 
case was from the 1960s. The Falcon Lake 
incident left a grid-like pattern on a witnesses 
chest when he was struck in the chest with 
hot air as the saucer took off. The witness 
Stefan Michalak thought the saucer was an 
experimental by the USA. That case was from 


the 1950s. These are UFO-related injuries that 
point to a terrestrial source and probably not 
American adversaries like Russia or China. 


| Grew Tired of UFOs Because of Harassment 
by Government Weirdos 


After researching UFOs for a span of a decade 
| got tired of the subject matter because it 
only resulted in electronic harassment. My 
enthusiasm started to diminish around the 
year 2011. | also started to question the 
integrity of the data for the reasons UFO 
debunkers point out. Even to the point of 
questioning many UFO reports since there are 
many reports that can just be made up and 
it’s hard to verify if the witness is even real; 
or witness accuracy. It’s like when a person 
runs in and out of a classroom and the 
teacher ask everyone to describe what the 
person was wearing. The descriptions almost 
always vary. | also didn’t care if some UFOs 
were piloted by aliens. All living creatures 
eventually go extinct and have level of 
advancement or maybe they peak and 
decline. | wasn’t part of the techno-innovation 
power drunk crowd like those who see 
prestige and riches their pursuit of exotic UFO 
material evidence. Protesting directed energy 
(DEWs, non-legal weapons) and getting 
ignored seemed like a lost cause too. Protest 
movements seemed to reflect viral trends or 


popular culture topics, everything else fell by 
the wayside. Society and the government was 
only getting dumber, more corrupt, and 
justifying wicked behavior. There was 
emphasis on technology worshipping (start 
ups, big tech, Al) and innovation (disruption) 
like it was more important than human well 
being. People are too afraid to speak up or did 
not care or were just zombies with a smart 
phone who had internet addiction like my Dad 
getting a rise showing off his ideas using his 
iPad. At first he seemed alarmed but got 
comfortable using denial and justified it with 
some self-righteous ‘saving the human race’ 
with my inventions ideology. | couldn’t fault 
him, | felt the same way trying to expose a 
‘cover-up’ when | first got into UFOs from 
listening to Steven Greer on Art Bell talk 
about disclosure. When trying to protest 
DEWs | knew there was a failure of the media. 
The Fifth Estate was not what it used to be 
because people no longer read papers. You’d 
think emerging technology like the abuse of 
the ‘silent weapon’ i.e. directed energy (DE) 
would be more of a concern instead of articles 
emphasizing mental health and techno 
phobias when reporting on targeted 
individuals (TI’s) from publications like WIRED 
that also reported Active Denial (ADS, Silent 
Guardian, AID) from a decade prior. This 
pointed to a slippery slope, a declining power. 
The State Department had an avenue for 
those on a government payroll reporting 


anomalous health incidents (AHI) but TI's 
were just marginalized. The truth is, there was 
the desire to further proliferate or ‘mature’ 
directed energy (DE). | told my Dad | was 
giving up on UFOs and tired of the subject 
matter, it didn’t do anything except attract 
government weirdos paranoid over UAP using 
DEWs. You give a monkey technology and it 
still acts like a monkey into tribal warfare. My 
Dad took it hard. He never got 
acknowledgement for his work and even 
believed some of his ideas were ripped off 
facing rejection after rejection. As a senior 
citizen he enjoyed making videos using his 
iPad with an ionocraft swinging back and forth 
at the sound of a loud buzz hanging from a 
wire. The harassment was a lot stronger when 
he sent drawings and videos of his UFO 
experiments. Probably considered one of 
those ‘mavericks’ that may threaten all the 
secrecy. He informed me he was also banned 
from the local junk yard where he found 
material to experiment with after he started 
communicating with me using his iPad. I think 
me telling him | was electronic harassed also 
made him feel like he had an audience. | told 
him it attracted the wrong type of attention, 
the wrong audience. i.e. Government weirdos 
and alarmist creeps who are looking for 
threats and see a loner like me as a 
vulnerable target. He tried focusing on one of 
his other passions - religion, writing long 
preachy diatribes but the fun communicating 


with him was just not the same. It was the 
negative effects of oppression where | could 
not communicate freely. It seemed like a 
wrong was committed like a violation of 
intellectual curiosity by authoritarian anti- 
intellectuals part of the ‘cult of government’; 
the Spirit of Inquiry, the foundations of a free 
and democratic society was being infringed 
upon by big government tyrants. There was 
no one keeping the government or the 
Pentagon in check anymore. They just did 
what they wanted even if it infringed on 
human rights. President Eisenhower who 
warned about the dangers of the military 
industrial complex was right - it was all 
coming to pass.

Electronic Harassment Chronology: 


2003-2013. Dallas, Texas & room (ghost) 
rentals in New York City. 


The earliest form of electronic harassment 
was more crude. A high-pitched ringing tone 
would come in the left ear followed by a sinus 
migraine; fatigue; TBI type symptoms. There 
was also what looked like radiation dermatitis 


that developed on my leg. 


2013-2023. Room rentals in New York City and 
Living In a Car in Los Angeles 


The electronic harassment changed to what | 
term Active Denial (ADS). One day | woke up 
groggy like I'd been drugged and had tinnitus 
in one ear. | got the impression a tag 
(transponder or tracking device) was put deep 
inside my ear canal. People would use the 
weaponry at close range getting on the floor 
above or below me at a room rental in 
Manhattan that inflicted a penetrating pain. It 
close matched the secretion of Active Denial 
where there was the repel effect where a 
small pinpoint area of the body is targeted 
like the top of the head and the goody effect 
where a wider region of the body is targeted 
like when laid down to sleep. The equipment 
also seemed to be concealed above the 
ceiling at work while | was a security guard on 
the night shift stationed at the Port Authority 
of New York and New Jersey (PANYNJ) 
headquarters at 225 Park Avenue South and 
later moving to 4 Word Trade Center at the 
security command center on the L5th floor. 
While the directed energy equipment was 
operating | could hear audible clicks from the 
ceiling. My mother (targeted family) living in a 
boarding house in Monrovia and later to a

A tactic often reported by targeted 
individuals (Tis) when approaching law 
enforcement. 


9-11: the American emergency phone number 
to call police. Also ironically, associated with 
the 2001 terrorist attack. 


acquiescence: the reluctant acceptance of 
something without protest. 


Active Denial: an early pain ray maser 
weapon developed by defense contractor 
Raytheon for crowd control. 


active millimeter wave scanners: direct 
millimeter wave energy is aimed at a target. A 
computer interprets the reflected energy to 
see through clothing. 


active shielding: equipment like jammers to 
disrupt surveillance, EMF, electronic 
harassment. 


active shooter: a term by the DHS to describe 
mass shooters or what was termed “going 
postal.” Some active shooters claimed to be 
TI’s who snapped. i.e. Aaron Alexis, Myron 
May FSU shooter. 


Advanced Aerospace Threat Identification 
Program (AATIP): The secret Pentagon study 


of UFOs during the 2000s but is still allegedly 
on-going in some facet. 


aerial tele-automaton: wireless powered 
airship concept by Nikola Tesla. 


Aerodyne: a wingless aircraft. 


affidavit (legal): a sworn or affirmed 
statement made in writing and signed; if 
sworn, it is notarized. 


agent provocateur: a person from the 
intelligence community that stirs the pot, 
creates conflict within a group - usually in 
foreign operations. 


Airship wave: people reported seeing airships 
in the late 1800s. 


Alarmism: a tactic often used by politicians to 
scare people into accepting policy. l.e the war 
on terror; mask mandate; UAP threat; WMD’s 
in Iraq; a nuclear weapon in space etc. 


aliens: a theoretical advanced life-form from 
another world depicted in science fiction. 


Alien abduction: alleged abduction of people 
by aliens piloting UFO craft. Became popular 
in the 1980s with the book Communion and 
peaked in the 1990s with TV shows like the X- 
Files. 


Alien rejection: some people invited onboard 
craft for a physical examination were reject 
and told they were not what the UFO 
occupants or aliens were looking for. 


alien implant: small objects put inside alien 
abductees by aliens described as a small bee 
bee or shard of glass. Possibly for tracking like 
a RFID tag. 


algorithms: people are more polarized and 
manipulated based on their personal 
preference using data analytics, 
computational propaganda. 


Alt-Right: far right, neoconservative, white 
nationalist. 


American Exceptionalism: a foreign policy 
believe that the USA is #1, everybody else 
should be dominated. 


anal probe: associated with alien abductions 
like conducting a colon exam although not 
frequently reported; the term often used as 
ridicule. 


Anarchism: a political philosophy advocating 
self-governing societies based on voluntary 
institutions. Anarchist are often infiltrated by 
FBI informants. 


anomalous: a euphemism word popular with 


the government as to be be vague and not 
specific. i.e. anomalous heath Incident, 
anomalous objects. 


ancient astronaut theory: also called ancient 
aliens, became popular in the 1960s, humans 
were genetically engineered by aliens in 
ancient times who left for Planet X. 


Anechoic chamber: a room to stop reflections 
or echoes of either sound or electromagnetic 
waves. 


Angel investor: provides seed money for start 
up in exchange for some ownership. 


Animal rights extremism: believe strongly in 
the justice for al animals. Often targeted by 
FBI. 


Antifa: super liberal anti-fascist groups that 
violently clash with the Alt-Right. 


anticommunist: the red scare (1919-1920); 
Cold War (McCarthyism); a resurgence today 
against Leftist censorship. 


antidemocratic conspiracies: the big lie (voter 
fraud), stop the steal (rigged election), Qanon 
(deep state). 


antigovernment: associated with the hard 
right movement, anti-federal government, 


NWO conspiracies. 


Anti-vaxxer: a person against COVID vaccines 
or wearing a mask. 


angry Muslim: the antagonist when the so 
called War on Terror started. They usually 
scream “Allahu Akbar” and appear fearsome. 


alarmist: someone who is considered to be 
exaggerating a danger and so causing 
needless worry or panic. 


Area 51: A dry lakebed in Nevada 
administered by Edwards AFB to test stealth 
craft by Lockheed Martin and also foreign 
craft. It later became surrounded by UFO lore. 


Area 52: allegedly Nevada’s other base at 
Tonopah Test Range (TTR) or Dugway Proving 
Ground in Utah. 


asylum seeker: seeks refuge to a foreign 
country because of political persecution and 
serious human rights violations. 


Automatic writing: some unknown force writes 
words or drawings using a person’s hands. 


avatar account: a fake online ID or persona 
used for stalking a target by a private 
intelligence contractor. 


Attorney General: heads the Do}. 


Baker Act: A Florida law - the same as 
involuntary institutionalization or 5150. 


Beam-powered propulsion: also known as 
directed energy (DE) propulsion, is a class of 
aircraft or spacecraft propulsion that uses 
energy beamed to the spacecraft. e.g. laser 
propelled Lightcraft. 


Benefits corporation: is a type of for-profit 
corporate entity to make a positive impact on 
society. 


Behavior Analysis Unit (BAU): a department at 
the FBI that studies behavior of criminals, 
killers etc. 


behavioral modification: the theory that some 
targeted individuals are being tortured as a 
means of control; changing their behavior. 


Big Pharma: conspiracy theory that believes 
the pharmaceutical industry operates for 
greedy sinister purposes. 


back door access: covert method of bypassing 
normal authentication and encryption 
methods to gain access to a computer. 


bioeffects: effects of radio waves and high- 
powered microwaves on the human body. 


bioethics: ethics of biological research 


whether it be medicine, weaponry, etc. 


Bioethics Commission: A defunct advisory 
board that briefed the president on bioethical 
issues. 


Biological warfare: also Known as chemical 
warfare. There has been a resurgence like 
used in the Syrian civil war (2012) and 
conspiracies around the Wuhan lab leak. 


black bag: unauthorized search or break in to 
someones house to go through their 
belongings. 


black hat: internet hacker the malicious 
intent. White hats or hackers who believe 
they are doing good. 


blepharospasm: eyelid spasms due to 
external stimuli like chemical irritants or 
directed energy. 


Bootstrapping: a business from scratch 
without investment and minimal capital. 


Buoyant aircraft: an aerostat, airship, balloon, 
semi-buoyant aircraft. l.e. a craft that uses 
buoyancy. 


branch-off civilization: advanced civilizations 
of the past or those part of secret technology 
created a more advanced civilization off- 


planet explaining UFOs. 


brainwashing: the human mind can be altered 
or controlled by certain psychological 
techniques. 


CACI International: Fedral contractor alleged 
to have been invioved with the Abu Grahib 
prisoner abuse scandal as well as the known 
or suspected terrorist watchlisting system. 


cancel culture: a Leftist political, angry mob 
mentality, peer pressure tactic to chastise 
those in society who say something offensive 
or have a racist emotional outburst. 


cattle mutilation: a type of animal mutilation 
involving cattle where ranchers reported 
mutilations that appeared unusual like the 
blood drained, laser precision cuts, lack of 
decomposition. Associated with UFOs. 


corona discharge: creates hum and blue glow 
around high voltage lines. 


cell towers: there has been an increase in cell 
towers that have 5G and emit RF, microwave 
emissions sometimes disguised as a tree 


censorship: the ability to stop free and open 
expression from reaching the public. Today 
often referred to as online censorship. 


charlatan: a person falsely claiming to have 
impressive credentials or background. 


chemical irritant: a type of chemical or 
substance is used to irritate the body. l.e. 
Itching powder, pepper spray, poison ivy. 


chemtrails: the conspiracy believe that toxic 
agents like metal particles are spread in the 
air by large aircraft leaving trails in the sky for 
weather mitigation. 


CIA: Intelligence agency that deals with 
mostly foreign matters. Called the Agency; 
The Company. Involved in Spy planes, covert- 
actions, Gitmo torture. 


Citizen App. A popular smartphone app that 
monitors police scanners and members film 
crime scenes. 


Cilunar orbit: Unwatched area between the 
moon and earth. 


Class action: people will group together in a 
law suit to sue a corporation. 


clairvoyance: the UFO occupants had 
supposed faculty of perceiving things or 
beyond normal sensory ability. A popular term 
during the Contactee era. 


code names: military names for programs like 


project second story; project snowbird; project 
moon dust; project horse fly. 


cognitive dissonance: when people ignore 
something too disturbing accepting the norm. 


COINTELPRO: counter-intelligence by the FBI 
against suspected communist, and the civil 
rights movement during the Cold War. 


community policing: some targeted 
individuals believe that community policing or 
neighborhood watch groups are complicit in 
their targeting, infraGuard etc. 


conductive energy device (CED): a device that 
conducts electricity when it hits he skin like a 
taser used by law enforcement. 


confidence trickster: like scam artist, defraud 
and deceive people believing something that 
is not true to take advantage of them. 


confirmation bias: see things in a way to 
favors your own beliefs or prejudices instead 
of being objective. 


conspiracy theorist: the belief that there’s 
something sinister, afoot involving the powers 
that be - made popular on the internet (Alex 
Jones) and late night talk radio. 


conspiracy to commit: charges to conspire 


charges are often used against people by the 
authorities. l.e. conspiracy to commit a crime. 


Contactees: writers like George Admaski from 
the 1950s-1960s who claimed to have contact 
with human looking flying saucer occupants 
that processed clairvoyance who came from 
planets in our own solar system. 


counter-intelligence: to neutralize or disrupt 
activities that threaten national interest like 
using disinformation, discrediting efforts, a 
covert action. 


Counter-terrorism: efforts by the government 
to stop terrorist activity. 


covert-action: a secretive action to neutralize 
a citizen deemed a threat, usually death. 


Cover-up: the belief that the government is 
hiding something like evidence of crashed 
saucers, alien bodies. E.g. Roswell 


Crimes Against Humanity: are Torture, 
Enslavement; Extermination; Murder et al. 


criminal element: the element of our 
economy involved in illegal activity or criminal 
enterprise. 


critical infrastructure: described by the DHS 
aS a major city’s power grid, water et al. 


critical thinking: the objective analysis and 
evaluation of an issue in order to form a 
judgment using, the study of inductive and 
deductive reasoning. 


crop circles: mysterious pattern imprints done 
to crop fields that some claim are hoaxes and 
some believe by UFOs. 


cruel and unusual punishment = punishment 
that is considered unacceptable due to the 
suffering, pain, or humiliation it inflicts on the 
person subjected to the sanction. 


cyber-bullying: When a person bullies another 
person online. Some teens have committed 
suicide of cyber bullying. 


cyber-stalking: A person who becomes 
obsessed with someone online like a social 
media influencer, public figure, or former 
lover and stalks them on the internet. 


cyber-torture: a pseudo-term proposed to the 
UN to highlight the threat of technologies in 
the cyber age that can be used as torture. 


dark web: encrypted internet associated with 
illegal activity like pushing drugs, sex crimes. 


death threats: threats of violence toward a 
politician, the President, or police officer can 
cause a person to become arrested or 


investigated by the secret service. 


deep state: a conspiratorial term describing a 
clandestine network of members of the 
federal government and intel community 
against Donald Trump. 


denial: the act not wanting to acknowledge 
something disturbing is real. 


de-humanize: to take away qualities that 
makes us human like compassion toward 
others observed in techno-centric societies. 


delusional: a false belief associated with 
mental disorders. 


delusions of grandeur: the belief that a person 
is more important than they really are and 
embraced by some conspiracy theorist. 


despotism: the exercise of absolute power, 
especially in a cruel and oppressive way. 


Detox: some TI’s believe a detox bath is 
necessary to preserve their health and 
mitigate some of the effects of their 
harassment. 


DHS SAFETY Act: legal liability protections for 
antiterrorism technologies designed by 
Homeland Security contractors. 


direct action: strikes, demonstrations, or other 


forms to protest. 


Directed Energy (DE): used to describe 
weapon technology like lasers, masers, RF, 
microwave. 


Directed Energy Weapons (DEWs): associated 
with high-energy lasers (HEL); high-powered 
microwaves (HPM). Active Denial using 
millimeter waves (mmWave) is less-than 
lethal. 


Directional sound: sound that can narrowly 
focused at a person. E.g. directional sound 
device. 


Dirigible: a rigid structure airship popular in 
the early 20th century. l.e. Hindenburg, 
Zeppelin. 


disclosure (movement): activism by UFO 
conspiracy theorist that the government 
should spill the beans on aliens, UFOs, a 
cover-up. 


disinformation: mix fallacy with some 
semblance of truth to mislead. 


disposition matrix: used to describe black 
sites, kill list, predator drone strike programs. 


disruption programs: the FBI tries to disrupt a 
person or suspected terrorist activities 


without taking them to court out of fear of 
losing a court case. 


domestic terrorist: citizens accused or 
suspected of terrorism by the government, 
usually not the angry Muslim like 9-11 but 
homegrown threats. 


dot com bubble: a period of economic growth 
during the late 90s because of internet web 
sites/innovation. 


doxxing: posting someones personal info 
online with malicious intent 


dragnet: a sting operation where a front 
organization or fake adds attract people later 
to charged with a crime. Usually in 
prostitution. 


drone: a small aircraft that is remote 
controlled and has cameras or weapons if its 
military grade. 


EBE: A term referring to an alien. i.e. 
extraterrestrial biological entity, from the MJ- 
12 UFO conspiracy theory. 


elder abuse: abuse of the elderly or senior 
citizens. 


election fraud: the ability to sway elections by 
unscrupulous means. l.e. cooking the books; 


mail in votes from illegitimate voters, ballot 
harvesting. 


electromagnetic warfare (EW): warfare using 
weapons in the EMF spectrum. l.e. directed 
energy (DE). 


Electromagnetic interference (EMI): electrical 
equipment that interferes with other 
electronic equipment like your TV or radio. 


electronic harassment: a figurative term by 
targeted individuals (Tis) to described 
directed energy or electromagnetic weapon 
assaults, V2K etc. 


electronic tagging: the attaching of electronic 
markers to people or goods for monitoring 
purposes, e.g., to track offenders under house 
arrest or to deter shoplifters, ankle monitor, 
RFID chip. 


electronic warfare (EW): associated with the 
military. i.e. jamming devices. 


Electromagnetic hypersensitivity (EHS): 
sensitivity to electromagnetic fields; electrical 
equipment. 


ELF: Low frequency radio waves usually for 
communication of submarines. Aaron Alexis 
had extremely low frequency (My ELF 
weapon) etched on his gun but also according 


to articles spoke of microwave harassment. 


EMF measurements: are measurements of 
ambient (surrounding) electromagnetic fields 
that are performed using particular sensors or 
probes, such as EMF meters. 


EMP: electromagnetic pulse weapons can 
damage electronics. 


emotional distress: under “intentional 
infliction” law, is distress so substantial or 
long-lasting that no reasonable person should 
be expected to bear it. 


emotional intelligence: relate to others in a 
positive away with the feelings in mind. 


emotionally disturbed: a term often used by 
law enforcement to describe a person’s 
erratic behavior; usually someone very upset 
and or on drugs. 


empirical evidence: using observation to 
support evidence. 


Engineering Research and Development 
(ER&D): new things are created, tested, and 
applied toward the subject to gauge the 
effectiveness. 


entrapment: setting people up for terrorism 
plots by the FBI. 


ESP: reception of information not gained 
through physical senses. 


Extraterrestrial Hypothesis (ETH): UFOs are 
piloted by interstellar aliens like depicted in 
science fiction. 


eugenics: creating a race with favorable 
characteristics such as intelligence, skin color, 
appearance. e.g the Nazi master-race. 


euphemism: a tactic by the government to 
downplay torture or directed energy using 
more vague words. l.e extraordinary 
rendition; anomalous health effect. 


expat: a US citizens that leaves the country 
living abroad. 


Extrajudicial: bypassing due process to 
prosecute someone. l.e Death squads, 
lynchings, terrorist watch list, kill list, 
mercenaries. 


FBI: intelligence agency involved in domestic 
criminal/terrorism maters; Federal law 
enforcement. 


false arrest: when police arrest a person and 
fabricate evidence usually to cover-up wrong 
doing. 


fake accounts: law enforcement, police, 


contractors will create fake online personas to 
monitor people. l.e. Avatar operators, alias 
identities, sock puppets. 


fake news: a pejorative term used by Trump 
implying the mainstream media is bias, 
politically motivated, even fabricating false 
stories like a form of character assassination. 


fantasy prone: a debunker explanation to 
explain alien abduction as people who believe 
in their own fantasies. 


Faraday Cage: a metallic material coper that 
is grounded and is used for a Surrounding or 
canopy to exclude electrostatic and 
electromagnetic influences or block EMF. 


Federal Sunshine Laws: regulations requiring 
public disclosure of government agency 
meeting and records. 


fight or flight response: the instinctive 
physiological response to a threatening 
situation, which readies one either to resist 
forcibly or to run away. 


First Amendment: right to free speech, free 
press, peaceably to assemble. 


First Amendment audit: people with cameras 
on public property who provoke 
confrontations with angry law enforcement 


then file lawsuits. 


FISA Amendment Act: foreign intelligence 
surveillance act that is often cited by targeted 
individuals. Similar to the Patriot Act enacted 
after 9-11 giving the government a ‘gloves 
off’ approach waving peoples rights. 


Five observables: STARCOMS (Space Force) 
five techno-signatures of UAP (UFOs). i.e. 
gravity defying behavior; low observability on 
radar and other sensors 3) sudden 
accelerations 4) hypersonic without sonic 
booms 5) trans-medium travel between air- 
sea-space. 


FOIA (Freedom Of Information Act): Watch-dog 
groups and journalist use the FOIA to try 
retrieve documents that divulge info not 
known by the public. 


foreign body sensation: the sensation of a 
speck of dirt on your eye though nothing can 
be found to cause it. 


flag waver: someone overly patriotic into 
nationalism, troop worshipping and will go 
along with any war - the flag is always on 
display. 


Flying saucer: a term that became popular 
after the Kenneth Arnold sighting describing a 
circular-wing or lenticular-shaped craft. 


Depicted in science fiction. 


flying wing aircraft: a stealthy aircraft missing 
a tail or fuselage that looks like angled wings 
chevron, boomerang. 


folklore, legend, fairy tales: old world fictitious 
stories with fictitious creature like fairies, 
elf’s, dragons, giants. 


forced speech: some TI’s believe they are 
forced to say certain words that can be 
degrading. 


front organization: an organization like a non- 
profit that really serves the intelligence 
community. 


Fusion Center: information sharing centers to 
keep track of citizens by the DHS that are in 
locations across the US kept secret from the 
public. 


gang stalking: a term by targeted individuals 
to describe coordinated groups of people, 
perhaps surveillance role players, or intel 
contractors who overtly follow and stalk a 
person as a form of intimidation/ pressure 
tactic. 


Gas attack: Some TI’s believe a gas irritant is 
used to make the feel sick with severe sinus 
migraines etc. 


gaslighting: a psychological manipulative 
tactic by others to you question your own 
sanity. 


generational abduction: alien abductees who 
believe alien abductions span generations 
following a genetic line. 


Gauss Meter: displays electromagnetic wave 
measurements in Gauss (G), milliGauss (mG), 
milliTesla (mT) or microTesla (uT) units. 


Genetic engineering: theoretical concept of 
using DNA to engineer favorable traits in a 
species. 


ghost: a term for special FBI special agents 
who follow someone on foot or traffic without 
being detected. 


Ghost fliers: mysterious aircraft seen in 
England, Eastern Europe like Finland during 
the 1930s. 


ghosting: ending communication with a 
person with no explanation by prospective 
employers, friends. 


Gitmo: Guantanamo Bay detention camp. 
Government bullying: occurs when the 


government feels threatened where a citizen 
may be treated harsher than other citizens. 


Government Dysfunction: politicians put their 
agenda ahead of public interest and the well 
being of the country 


Grays: short gray skinned aliens associated 
with alien abductions. Became popular in the 
1980s and 1990s. 


The Guardian Threat Tracking System: FBI 
reporting system that tracks threats. It took 
over the DoD’s TALON in 2007. 


gullible: a person willing too willing to believe 
in tall-tales; conspiracies. 


hacktivist: hacker activist like Barrett Brown 
who exposed private intel contractors and 
was targeted by the FBI. 


hallucination: seeing something that’s not 
there usually by taking LSD, mushrooms, or 
by mental illness. 


Hanger 18: part of UFO lore where UFO crash 
debris was stored at Wright Field AFB by crash 
retrieval crews. 


hang up calls: calls meant to pester, 
intimidate, with no real caller on the other 
end of the line. 


handler: the leader of the perpetrators giving 
orders. 


hate crime: violence toward a person because 
of ethnic or racial prejudice. 


hate groups or domestic hate groups: groups 
or organizations that show prejudice, hate 
other types of people. Targeted by SPLC, The 
FBI. 


hoaxes: there are many hoaxed UFO sightings 
and reports or CGI fakes online. 


hoaxers: a person who hoaxes something like 
a UFO to get attention or online viewership. 


hologram: the projection of a 3D image 
usually translucent in appearance. 


honey trap: an attractive woman who is really 
agent uses sex appeal to set up a person. 


horizontal organization: prominent with 
anarchism, no real leader instead teamwork, 
collaboration, bartering. 


hostile working environment: changes in the 
colleagues behavior usually toxic in the 
workplace or also called workplace mobbing. 


huckster: hawker, peddler using opportunism. 
e.g. | investigated UAP for the Pentagon or 
MoD now have a private UAP venture, make 
TV appearances, somewhat of a UFO 
celebrity. 


human rights: rights inherent to all human 
beings like life, liberty, freedom from slavery 
and torture, free speech, right to work and 
education. 


human trafficking: trade of humans for 
exploitative/nefarious purposes. 


HUMINT: military terminology for gathering 
human intelligence like infiltrating a group; 
using an informant. 


Hybrids: the result of sexual alien abductions 
where there are offspring. 


hybrid warfare: unconventional warfare not 
involving a traditional army to fight against 
like hacking, manipulating social media. 


hybrid airship: powered airship that obtains 
some of its life from lighter-than-air (LTA). 
Dynostat is a fixed wing hybrid airship and 
rotastat is rotary wings. 


Idiot savant: a person gifted in one area like 
math but lacking in other areas like social 
Skills. 


IFO: a vast majority of UFO sightings can be 
explained by natural, mundane phenomenon. 
i.e stars, satellites, a sun dog, ball lightning, 
Chinese lantern, drone, conventional aircraft. 


Incubus: a demon in folklore that seeks sexual 
intercourse with sleeping women. 


Industrial espionage: trade secrets leaked to a 
competitor of foreign government like China. 


infraGuard: private industry partnerships with 
the FBI to report anything suspicious. 


informant: snitches for the FBI that try to 
incriminate someone; they appear like 
civilians and try to befriend others, noted for 
infiltrating groups. 


insider threat: someone within a company 
that divulges unauthorized company secrets 
or a whistle blower. 


Inspector general: receiving and investigating 
complaints of corruption, conflicts of interest 
etc. 


Institutional abuse: can occur in cults, 
religious institutions, prisons mental wards, 
nursing homes. 


Intelligence Community (IC): usually referred 
the alphabet agencies. l.e. NSA, FBI, CIA, DIA, 
DHS et al. 


Intermediate force capabilities: the use if non- 
lethal weapon force to achieve a desired 
result. 


interrogatories (legal): written questions 
propounded by one party and served on an 
adversary, who must provide written answers 
thereto under oath. 


interstellar object: comets, asteroids not from 
are solar system that passes through the 
inner solar system. 


involuntary institutionalization: also 
involuntary commitment, when a person is 
deemed crazy by the police and held for 
psychological examination against their will. 
Also 5150 or Baker Act. 


ionizing radiation: stuff that people call 
radiative, harmful. 


lonocraft: small model craft made by hobbyist 
that are propelled by ion wind. 


Irritant gases: gases from chemicals that 
irritate the lungs, breathing. 


Itching powder: often used as a prank but 
could be used to irritate someone. 


Job screeners: TI’s report employment 
difficulty like having a negative social media 
score from job screening services connected 
to the spook contracting world that can see 
more than a criminal record. E.g. ClearForce. 


Joint Terrorism Task Force (JTTF) = a fusion 
center collaboration by the FBI of law 
enforcement and the Feds to investigate and 
thwart suspected terrorist. 


knuckle dragger: a military or special forces 
person who is not an intellectual, well 
cultured. 


KST File: Known Suspected Terrorist file that 
law enforcement, the TSA/Feds have access 
to by accessing a watch-list database. 


KURBARK Manual: A 1963 CIA 
counterintelligence interrogation manual 
details torture techniques like shock, isolation, 
threats, sensory deprivation. 


laser-plasma technology: a theoretical way to 
confuse radar and fighter jets using laser 
plasma to create a hologram. 


law enforcement: armed uniform people on a 
government payroll that enforce the laws. 


Less-Lethal Weapon: An updated, nicer term 
for non-lethal weapon. 


Libertarians: A political philosophy that 
believes in principles like political freedom, 
autonomy, individualism. 


lone wolf: also called a lone-offender by the 


FBI is a person, uSually a loner, acting alone 
in some plot. 


lore: traditional belief of mythical figure past 
down from generation. e.g. the easter bunny; 
tooth fairy. 


loser: an unambitious person who fails 
respectable achievement by society 
standards; is usually insecure around others. 


MKULTRA: a mind experiment program against 
unknowing citizens during the cold war using 
involving LSD. 


magic: something that looks impossible but 
there’s a trick to it or slight-of-hand. i.e. 
levitation, diapering act, card game trick. 


magnetometer: is a device that measures 
magnetism—the direction, strength, or 
relative change of a magnetic field ata 
particular location. 


magnetron: an electron tube for amplifying or 
generating microwaves, used in microwave 
ovens. 


Manchurian Candidate: A person can be 
psychologically manipulated in carrying out 
an assassination. A concept popular during 
the Cold War. 


Mandela Effect: a false memory where 
different people remember the same thing. 


Marian apparition: manifestations of the 
Virgin Mary. 


marginalization: to make a victim or person 
seem less important, not credible. 


martyr: a person willing to die for their cause. 


maser: microwave laser that is invisible to the 
naked eye. 


maverick: an unorthodox independent person 
like an inventor. 


microwave hearing: also termed the Frey 
effect or V2K. 


mental health: an explanation often cited by 
the media to explain disturbing actions by an 
individual because of their mental condition. 


microwave harassment: reported by targeted 
individuals where RF weaponry is suspected 
in their targeting causing pain and sleep 
deprivation. 


microwave pulses: pulsed microwave attacks 
was speculated in the Havana Syndrome. 


militias: militarized civilians usually part of 
asymmetrical warfare. 


The Milgram Experiment: a psychological 
experiment to see if a person would apply 
electric shock to another when instructed to 
by an authority figure. 


millimeter waves: radio waves in the 
millimeter band. Used in Raytheon’s pain ray 
weapon and body scanners like at the Airport. 


millimeter wave scanners: used for body 
imaging such as airport screeners. They come 
in two varieties, active and passive. 


militarization: when police take on the 
appearance and practices of the military like 
its counterterrorism operations. 


mind control: there have been experiments in 
mind control like MKULTRA during the Cold 
War and reported in alien abductions. 


misinformation: false information to deceive 
or out of ignorance. 


Morgellons disease: a condition leaving 
lesions or strings coming out of the skin 
caused by toxins or autoimmune disease. 
Disputed in the medical world 


Myokymia: rapid involuntary twitching of the 
eyelid. 


Nano particles: some TI’s believe in the 


conspiracy that nano materials are put inside 
their body and part of their electronic 
harassment or explains Morgellons disease. 
Although it seems unlikely there is the study 
of nano medicine. 


National Institute of Justice (NIJ.gov): The 
ER&D arm of the Justice Department who was 
involved in the development of the Assault 
Intervention Device (AID). 


national security: information that the 
government deems important to the security 
of the country. Secret documents, confidential 
information. 


National security letter (NSL): an old tactic by 
the FBI to get a warrant to monitor a person 
through they ISP, banks, employer etc. 


Neo-Liberalism: privatizing industry that was 
once government like national security, social 
services etc. 


nervous breakdown: also called mental 
breakdown is when a person locks up unable 
to function normally usually feeling 
overwhelmed. 


noise campaigns: some targeted individuals 
believe loud vehicles intentionally pass by 
them to disturb the peace part of on-going 
noise harassment campaigns. Loud torture 


music has been used by the CIA at Gitmo, a 
hitting jail bars with a metal object to disturb 
sleep used in prisons. 


no-fly list: a category of the watch-list where 
a person deemed dangerous can’t fly. 


no-touch torture: a term by the CIA to inflict 
pain without physical restraint/touching; 
described in the KUBARK manual during the 
Cold War. 


non-consensual experimentation: targeted 
individuals (Tis) believe that they are not only 
being harassed but experimented on as their 
reaction to (ER&D) new things is being tested. 


non-disclose agreement: a signed agreement 
between parties to not divulge information. 


non-investigative subject: on a terrorist 
watch-list but not to the extreme as no-fly list. 


non-ionizing radiation: EMF that is not 
radioactive like microwaves, wireless internet. 


Non-Lethal Weapons: weapons also termed 
less-than lethal designed to inflict pain that 
don’t cause physical injury. Mace spray, taser, 
rubber bullets, bean bags rounds, baton, 
LRAD, Active Denial etc. 


notice of claim (legal): a paper required in the 


lawsuit process to be sent to the city or public 
authority when a person claims a city caused 
the person damage. 


ocular irritation: dry eyes, burning of the 
eyes. 


off-the shelf (COTS) components: RF systems 
can be made with off-the-shelf components 
through electronic suppliers. Magnetron, 
Waveshaper etc 


Obols: orange balls of light or metallic 
spheres associated with UFO probes. 


Oort cloud: outer edge of solar system that 
has ice. 


Open-source information (OSINT): Intelligence 
term for gathering data using open sources. 


opiod crisis: tens of thousands of deaths 
resulting from prescription opiod abuse across 
the US. Blamed on the pharmaceuticals; pain 
prescription pills; the drug trade. 


oppression: prolonged cruel or unjust 
treatment or control. 


pacifist: a person who does not like war or 
violence against others. l.e. conscientious 
objector. 


Palantir Technologies: A CIA funded Sensitive 


Compartmented Information (SCI) and block 
chain encrypted private intelligence company 
that’s into predictive policing using data 
mining/ shared databases. 


panic attack: A sudden episode of intense 
uncontrolled fear and anxiety. 


paroxysmal coughing: coughing fits like the 
whooping cough caused by an external source 
or underlying health conditions. 


Parallel construction: a law enforcement tactic 
of illegally attaining evidence like snooping 
and building a separate case against the 
suspect that’s admissible in court. 


Parrilla (torture): electrical torture using a 
conductive energy device like electrocution or 
tasers. 


passive millimeter wave scanners: create 
images using only ambient radiation and 
radiation emitted from the human body and 
objects. 


passive shielding: material used to shield or 
absorb directed energy. l.e. RF absorbers used 
in an anechoic chamber 


Patriot Act: emergency legislation to strip a 
citizens rights away including privacy because 
of the War on Terror following 9-11-01. 


peeping Tom laws: laws against citizens 
looking into a neighbors house even if the 
person looking is suspicious of them. 


permabans: permanent ban, a term used 
during the dot com era because of 
moderation on E-Mail mailing list and internet 
message boards. 


perp: a term used by targeted individuals for 
perpetrators - people who stalk; harass. 


persona: a term used by private intel 
contractors for a person playing role or 
character, surveillance role players. 


plaintiff (legal): a person who brings a case 
against another in a court of law. 


plausible deniability: an action that can be 
denied because there is little to no physical 
evidence. Used by governments, the military, 
politicians. 


police brutality: when police become physical 
and use too much force or a police beating. 


political corruption: is the use of powers by 
government officials or their network contacts 
for illegitimate private gain. E.g LA city hall, 
the corrupt sheriff. 


Private Intelligence Agency (PIA): contractors 


who do the spy work of intelligence agencies 
using connections in Washington to win 
contracts. 


Private Military Company (PMC): modern-day 
mercenaries or armed contractors filling the 
military’s role in hostile/combat situations. 


Private Security Company: termed a PPO is 
California, an employer of security guard’s to 
deter theft, ward off intruders, access control, 
personal protection. 


project blue beam: a conspiracy belief in a 
planned false flag alien invasion using 
holographic technology to dupe the public. 


Project Sheriff: a short-ranged (Active Denial) 
non-lethal millimeter wave weapon for urban 
warfare placed on the back of a Stryker 
vehicle that was tested in in 2005. 


Pseudo-science: claims that appear scientific 
but don’t meet the scientific method. 


psychological break: when a person snaps, 
becomes violent. 


psychological warfare: head games to keep a 
person feeling down, oppressed. 


Psychotropic weapons: a weapon designed to 
remotely interfere and manipulate a person’s 


mind. E.g. subliminal advertisement creating 
a Manchurian Candidate. 


PTSD: acronym for post-traumatic stress 
disorder, usually a condition suffered by 
military vets. 


Pulp magazine: an early science fiction 
magazine like Amazing Stories from 1919 by 
Hugo Gernsback. 


Quantico, Virginia: campus where FBI 
personal trains including the FBI laboratory, 
operational technology division et al. 


quiet hiring/firing/quitting: given little work 
hours after hired hoping employee will quit, 
not given any hours or, lack of job fulfillment 
b employee without officially quitting. 


rabbit: the person being targeted. The term 
comes from a paper rabbit used in target 
practice. 


rabbit run: also termed running the rabbit in 
the military. Groups of people chase a target 
(rabbit) on the move. 


radiation dermatitis: a skin condition, usually 
side effect of radiotherapy cancer treatment. 


redacted document: a sensitive document 
from FOIA that has black lines through 


information government doesn’t want to 
disclose. 


remote viewing: a pseudoscience belief in 
sensing an object remotely. 


Resonator: a component to a sonic weapon 
(USW) that emits an ultrasonic vibration field. 


RF: is radio frequency, also microwave like RF 
towers. 


RF Weapons: another name for directed 
energy weapons (DEWSs) using microwave. 


remote neural monitoring: a conspiracy belief 
by some targeted individuals that their 
thoughts are being monitored. 


Reptilians: also called lizard people, humanoid 
reptiles depicted in science function and 
conspiracies. 


Sandia National Laboratories: tested a smaller 
version of Active Denial using the using the 
repel effect and goodbye effect in 2006. 


sanction: in the social sciences, is similar to 
be punished to enforce behavioral standards. 
E.g. Charges against January 6 rioters on the 
Capital. 


satellite harassment: some TI’s believe in the 
conspiracy theory that they are receiving 


directed energy assaults by iridium satellites 
controlled by the Space Force out of 
Vandenberg AFB or HAARP technology. 


satellite weapons: some believe some 
satellites are weaponized. 


scapegoat: someone to blame especially if 
things are not going well. i.e. police, domestic 
terrorist, politician, foreign power. 


scaler waves: some TI’s use the pseudo term 
scaler waves as an alternative to conventional 
directed energy. This may be true with sonic 
weapons because sound is used. 


schizophrenia: a mental health condition often 
characterized by a person having 
hallucinations; hearing voices. 


science fiction: entertainment that 
fictionalizes technology, unproven science. 
l.e. wormholes, time travel, aliens, 
spaceships. Early sincere fiction was by Jules 
Verne; H.G. Wells. 


Scientism: people who pay strict coherence to 
the scientific method like those in Academia 
or scientist. 


Secrecy classifications: used to keep 
information like documents on a need-to- 
know basis. l.e. classified, secret, top secret. 


secret societies: secretive gatherings by the 
powerful participating in rituals. 


Secret weapons hypothesis (SWH): UFOs are 
really experimental, secret aircraft. 


security clearance: a clearance to access 
sensitive national security information by 
government, military, private-affiliated 
contractors. 


see-through technology: devices that can see 
through clothing, walls to detect objects. 


Senate Select Committee on Intelligence 
(SSCI) on CIA torture: A report from 2012 that 
detailed the CIA’s detention and interrogation 
program and its use of various forms of 
torture. 


sexual-touching: when a targeted individual 
believes they are being violated sexually by 
their harassers using DEWS. i.e. penetration 
of private areas; forced ejaculation. 


Sheriff Buford Pusser: a legendary one man 
army against illegal activity and corruption. 


shill: a person who pretends to give an 
impartial endorsement of something in which 
they themselves have an interest or fake 
advocate by the government. 


The Shock Doctrine: a theory by liberal author 
Naomi Klein that argues there is a strategy to 
exploit a national crises to push through 
controversial policies like going to war in Iraq 
following 9-11, the Patriot Act, etc. 


shadow ban: when social media giants 
allegedly mask or hide a person’s post from 
regular feeds due to offensive content 
deemed borderline so they get little to no 
views. 


Silent Guardian: smaller version of Raytheon’s 
Active Denial System (ADS) that was going to 
be truck mounted. 


silent weapon: another name for directed 
energy. 


Skin-irritant: material that irritates the skin; 
causes itching, rashes. l.e. itching powder, 
poison ivy. 


smart meters: a modern day meter reader 
attached to a house. People paranoid over 
EMF exposure or have electromagnetic 
hypersensitivity (EHS) claim smart meters 
emit harmful RF frequencies. 


skeletons-in-the-closet: a secret taboo part of 
a person’s life that isn’t disclosed to others 
around them. i.e. Belief in conspiracies, the 
occult, sexual fetish. 


sleep deprivation: a common torture tactic to 
lesson a person’s quality and mental health 
like a targeted person always feeling tired, 
fatigued by having their sleep disturbed. 


Special Surveillance Group: also referred to 
Ghost "G's" by the FBI who follow a suspect 
by car or foot without the suspects knowing. 


Special Access Programs (SAPs): also USAPs 
(unacknowledged), need-to know deep dark 
secret programs. 


Social Media Exploitation (SOMEX): fake 
online ID’s created by FBI to look for suspects 
and share with Fusion Centers. 


Sonic Weapons: also termed USW (ultrasonic 
weapons) a non-lethal weapon using sound. 
i.e. the LRAD. Initially speculated in the 
Havana Syndrome. 


sousveillance: when a person being 
monitored, stalked records the stalker using a 
camera, recording device, etc. 


Southern Poverty Law Center (SPLC): a quasi- 
government non-profit organization that 
keeps track of so called hate groups. The 
name derives from a negative Southern 
stereotype. 


sovereign citizen: a pseudo belief that a 
person releases themselves from government 
laws and taxes. Associated with scams. 


Sovereign immunity: a general rule that you 
can not sue the government unless it’s a tort 
like a negligent government employee 
Causing injury. 


social justice warrior (SJW): angry left-wing 
activist who believe in social justice causes 
and have highly political correct views. The 
antithesis of the far-right. 


social engineering: associated with phishing 
scams, tricking people to compromise 
personal data through E-mail, online 
persuasion. 


socialist: associated with the far-left in 
politics, Karl Marx. 


solid-state: electronics that uses 
semiconductor devices making for 
compactness and portability. 


solid-state directed energy (SS DE): directed 
energy has evolved to become solid state 
making it less cumbersome. 


solid-state lasers: semiconductor based lasers 
that are no longer the big gas or chemical 
lasers from the past. 


spear phishing: text messaging or phone calls 
that trick target into clicking on malicious link. 
e.g. Pegasus spyware. 


Space Force: a new branch of the military 
focusing on space like satellite weapon 

threats, space weapons, space anomalous 
objects (UFOs), military space capabilities, 


Space UFOs: unidentified objects seen on 
NASA footage or UFO craft allegedly seen in 
space by astronauts, whistle blowers. E.g. 
Gary McKinnon 


Space UFO Euphemisms: new euphemisms 
were created by the government (Space 
Force) to describe UFOs detected in space like 
‘abnormal observables,’ ‘patterns of life,’ 
‘orbital unknowns,’ ‘anomalous objects.’ 


specimen: samples for laboratory analysis. 
UFO occupants could be seen gathering soil 
samples, earth specimen 


spectrum analyzer: gives a visual 
measurement of the magnitude of an input 
signal versus frequency within the full 
frequency range of the instrument. 


stake-out box: groups of cars driven by FBI 
agents try to box a person is who is being 
followed. 


stalking: watching or following someone 
without their knowing. 


stateless: a US citizen that renounces their 
citizenship and has no where to go lacking 
protection by the government. 


statute of limitations: a time frame when a 
lawsuit can be filed. 


StingRay: older snooping technology that 
tricks a phone to think it’s communicating 
with a cell tower like wiretapping. 


subversive: seeking or intended to subvert an 
established system or institution. 


suicide by cop: people who approach cops 
and pull out a weapon in order to be shot. 


summons (legal): a plaintiff’s written notice, 
in a specific form, delivered to the parties 
being sued, that they must answer the 
plaintiff's attached complaint within a specific 
time. 


Sun dog: atmospheric bright spot optical 
illusion because of the sun. 


supernatural: some believe UFOs cross into 
the realm of the supernatural or 
metaphysical, even physical manifestations of 
the imagination world while others see this as 


pseudoscience. l.e. author Jacques Vallee. 


surveillance role players (SRVs): people who 
role play in training situations involving 
surveillance operations, hired by intel 
contractors. 


survey meter: hand-held ionizing radiation 
measurement instruments like a Geiger 
counter. 


Suspicious Activity Report (SAR): reports 
reporting citizens to Fusion Centers. l.e. 
eGuardian System 


sweep: is a bust by the FBI or law 
enforcement to reel in unsuspecting targets. 


tag: similar to an implant or tracking device, 
like tagging an animal in the wild to tracks it’s 
location. E.g. air tag. 


tagging, tracking, locating (TTL): tagging and 
tracking devices by private intelligence 
contractor Blackbird Technologies, now 
Raytheon Blackbird. Used by special forces 
soldiers. 


TALON (Threat and Local Observation Notice) 
reports: a database including lists of anti-war 
groups and people who have attended anti- 
war rallies, peace activist by the DoD from 
2002-2007 


Terahertz (THz): also called sub millimeter 
between infrared and microwave is used in 
cameras that see-though clothing, walls, 


targeted individual (TI): people who believe 
they are the targets of covert harassment. 


targeted family: an intimidation tactic used to 
punish or silence a target. 


taser (conducted-energy device): a non lethal 
weapon used by cops to subdue an unruly 
person using a jolt of electricity. 


taser abuse: when police get carried away 
using taser’s on a person out of anger. 


technocrat: people who advocate, worship 
technology. Techno-innovation is the answer 
to all our problems. 


telepathy: ability to communicate through the 
mind and not using words. 


terrorism: associated with violent acts by 
radicalized people who oppose the 
government. Some say the term is political. 


terrorist watch-listed - terrorist black list by 
the government. 


test tone generator: generates tones heard in 
hearing test. Waves: sine, square, sawtooth, 


triangle. 


Targeted Family: an intimation tactic used by 
organized crime and the government 
targeting a loved one. 


thyroid: regulates hormones; affected by 
outside sources like radiation. 


Tinfoil room: an alleged room at the Trump 
International Hotel that was touted safe from 
electronic surveillance. 


Tinfoil hat: ridicule by normative thinkers in 
society toward believers in aliens, pseudo- 
science, quackery. 


tinnitus: ear ringing sensation. 


tort (legal): a civil wrong. i.e. negligence, 
battery, etc. resulting in injury. 


torture psychologist: American psychologist 
who helped design enhanced integration 
techniques for black sites. E.g. Bruce Jessen 
and James Mitchell. 


tortured souls: people with deep emotional 
wounds in a Sad state. 


tradecraft or surveillance trade craft: a term 
mostly used to describe spying, espionage 
terms like signal intelligence, HUMINT used by 
the Intelligence Community (IC), DoD. 


traitor: a person who betrays their country in 
favor of another. 


transient lacrimation: flowing of tears by 
chemical irritant. lie. cutting onions, tear gas. 


transponder: has an RFID chip inside to 
passively identify a tagged object. E.g. animal 
RFID tags. 


troll: a person on the internet that is 
provocative for kicks. 


troll factory: a term used to describe hackers 
planting false stories on social media in an act 
of hybrid warfare. 


Truthers: conspiracy theories who believe 9- 
11 was an inside job. 


tyrant: cruel oppressive rule - sometimes 
disguised as patriotism, counterterrorism, 
national security. 


UAP: a new term by the government to 
replace UFO (unidentified flying object) so the 
subject matter can be politicized and taken 
more seriously. 


Ufologist: popular personalities in the UFO 
community subculture who write books and 
give lectures at UFO conventions. 


Ufology: The study of UFOs that is considered 
pseudo-scientific by some into the scientific 
method. 


UFO: unidentified flying object was a 20th 
Century term by the Air Force to replace flying 
saucers since all craft reported were not 
saucer shaped or lenticular-shaped craft. 


UFO cults: also UFO religions, cults that 
derived out of the Contactee Era and UFO 
beliefs. Giant Rock, Heaven’s Gate; Raleans 
etc. 


UFO effects: from EM interference to UFO 
related injuries like burns. 


UFO healing: some people who claimed to be 
abducted by aliens claim that a physical 
ailment or illness was cured or gained extra 
knowledge and or abilities. 


UFO intrusions: where UFOs appeared at 
sensitive sites like centers of atomic 
production, nuclear weapon silos, nuclear 
powerplants. 


UFO probe: small object that comes out of a 
UFO, often described as a metallic sphere or 
Obol (ball of light). 


UFO occupants: usually humanoid beings in a 
variety of appearance like a tight fitting 


coverall, helmet that come out of a UFO like a 
close encounter. 


UFO shape: common shapes reported in the 
20th century are flying saucer, egg-shape, 
cigar-shape, cone-shaped, sphere, and later 
large boomerang, back triangles. 


use of force: a controversial term pertaining 
to law enforcement describing the amount of 
force used to subdue a Suspect. 


ultrasonic: sound waves above the upper limit 
of human hearing. 


ultrasonic jammers: causes microphones to 
malfunction using USW. 


ultrasonic transducers: convert alternating 
current (AC) into ultrasound. 


useful idiot: a cheerleader for the other side 
although not respected by the enemy. 


Vexsome Filer List: individuals or 
organizations frequently requesting info from 
the FBI who are seen as burdensome. 


Voice-To-Skull (V2K): where voices were to 
projected inside a person’s head without 
sound using the microwave auditory effect 
(MAE) or Frey effect. l.e. The Voice of God 
weapon; MEDUSA. 


VTOL: aircraft that can take off and land 
vertically and can include a variety types of 
aircraft and helicopters. 


War monger: people into blood money. 
Profiting from building weapons, endless war 
campaigns. 


War on drugs: a failed war to eradicate illegal 
drugs during the Reagan era. 


war on terrorism: post-9-11-01 doctrine to 
wage a war on what the government 
considers terrorist activity both foreign and 
domestic. 


warrantless wireless surveillance: Edward 
Snowden revealed the government was lying 
about its surveillance capabilities. l.e. PRISM; 
Basket Ball; Total Information Awareness (TIA). 


watch-list: a list by homeland security to keep 
track of subverts, radicals, potential domestic 
terrorist or allegedly targeted individuals. 


wave-shaper: a component part of a RF 
weapon. A TI claimed there was an impression 
of a wave shaper left on a frosty window. 


weasel words: words that are intentionally 
ambiguous or misleading like professional 
jargon used by PIAs or euphemisms created 
by the government. 


weaponized government: a term referring to 
recent political trends where the Do] or local- 
state government goes after political foes 
using the judicial system. 


welfare-industrial complex: private 
corporations taking over social services 
functions.
